"he stars were aligned/’ in 
the words of agent Don 
Lit 2 , when a Maryland- 
bred colt by Silver Deputy 
out of the Seattle Slew mare 
Dreams of Glory stepped into 
the ring on the second day 
of the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale, held 
October 4 and 5 at Timonium. 


Bidding quickly cHmbed 
to $300,000, with three major 
buyers in action, and from 
that point on it became a duel 
between two of the sharpest 
agents in the land—^Mark Reid 
and Bu22 Chace. 

Reid signed the ticket at 
$500,000, making history as the 
purchaser of the most expen¬ 


sive horse ever sold at auc¬ 
tion in Maryland. The record- 
breaking colt was purchased 
on behalf of an eight-member 
syndicate assembled by Reid 
and trainer Tony Dutrow Plans 
call for him to join Dutrow’s 
stable after receiving his early 
education in Ocala, Fla., or 
South Carolina. 


Lit 2 , a longtime Maryland 
agent and mastermind of the 
new Maryland Stallion Station 
in Glyndon, sold the colt on 
behalf of breeder Joseph 
Keelty. A Baltim ore-are a real 
estate developer, Keelty has 
been in the horse business 
for about 20 years, and breeds 
and races under the name of 
Dumbarton Farm. 

Keelty bought the sales- 
topper’s dam for $275,000, in 
foal to Unbridled’s Song, at the 
1999 Keeneland November 
sale. 

The sale set records in near¬ 
ly every category, with 493 year¬ 
lings selling for $10,791,500. 
The average ($21,889) was up 
19.8 over last year, and the 
median ($12,000) rose 26.3 
percent. The gross increased 

29.6 percent and the percent¬ 
age of buy-backs (22.4 per¬ 
cent) declined from last year’s 

24.7 percent, with 37 more 
horses sold. 

Not For Love, the Mid- 
Atlantic region’s leading sire, 
easily topped all other sires 
at the sale, with 14 of his 
offspring seUing for $967,500 
(average $69,107). Next were 
Allen’s Prospect (23 sold for 
$688,000, average $29,913) 
and Two Punch (13 sold for 
$675,500, average $51,961). 
AH three of the top sires rep¬ 
resented Maryland. Not For 
Love and Two Punch stand at 
Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City, Md.; Allen’s 
Prospect stood at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md., until his 
death in September 2003. 

Maryland horses put on an 
overall strong showing: Of the 
nine yearlings, all colts, who 
sold for $100,000 or more, 
eight were foaled and/or con¬ 
ceived in the state. 
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JOCKEY CLUB RELEASES 
2003 BREEDING STATISTICS 


T he Jockey Club reported 
that 4,203 stallions cov¬ 
ered 63,154 mares in 
North America during 2003, 
according to statistics compiled 
through September 9, 2004. 
These coverings have resulted 
in 36,274 foals of 2004 being 
reported to The Jockey Club 
on live foal reports received as 
of September 9. 

As in past years. The Jockey 
Club estimates that the report¬ 
ing of hve foals is approximate¬ 
ly 90 percent complete. 

‘‘Despite fewer mares bred 
in 2003, we're close to 700 live 
foals ahead of this time last 
year, which would support our 
earlier forecast of 37,200 regis¬ 
tered foals for North America 
in 2004," said Matt luhano. 
The Jockey Club's vice-presi¬ 
dent of registration services. 
“We encourage breeders who 
haven't already done so to sub¬ 
mit their live foal reports as 
soon as possible so they can 
complete their foal's registra¬ 
tion within one year from foal¬ 
ing and avoid late fees." 

In addition to a tabulation 
of live foals reported by stal- 
hon, the report provides a sum 
of the 2004 no foal reports 
submitted to date for 2003 
breedings. Through September 
9, The Jockey Club had received 
8,087 no foal reports for the 
2004 foaling season. 

The number of stallions 
dechned 1.8 percent from the 
4,282 reported for 2002 at this 
time last year, while the number 
of mares bred dipped 1.1 per¬ 
cent from the 63,825 reported 
for 2002. 

luhano stressed that the 
count “is not a measurement 
of the hve foals born in each 
state, but rather a count of 
state-sired hve foals, regard¬ 


less of where the foals were 
born." AdditionaUy, the statis¬ 
tics should not be taken to 
represent the fertihty record of 
any one staUion. 

Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing in Kenmcky continued to 
rebound from the impact of 
mare reproductive loss syn¬ 
drome in 2001 and 2002 and 
once again paced the nation. 
In the Bluegrass State, 20,207 
mares bred in 2003 have pro¬ 
duced 13,797 reported hve 
foals, a 9.7 percent increase on 
the 12,582 hve foals of 2003 
reported at the same time last 
year. The number of mares 
reported bred to Kentucky stal- 
hons in 2003 increased margin¬ 
ally against the 20,017 reported 
for 2002 at this time last year. 

Among the top 10 states 
by breeding activity in 2003, 
states whose staUions produced 
more hve foals in 2004 than in 
2003 at this time last year were: 
Kentucky (12,582/13,797), 
up 9.7 percent; Cahfornia 
(3,752/3,757), 0.1 percent; New 
York (1,459/1,550), 6.2 per¬ 
cent; Louisiana (1,185/1,456), 
22.9 percent. 

States among the top 10 by 
breeding activity in 2003 whose 
staUions produced fewer hve 
foals in 2004 than in 2003 as 
reported at this time last year 
were: Florida (4,358/3,979), 8.7 
percent; Texas (1,618/1,573), 
2.8 percent; Maryland 
(1,136/978), 13.9 percent; 

Oklahoma (747/687), 8.0 per¬ 
cent), New Mexico (621/616), 
0.8 percent; lUinois (550/524), 
4.7 percent.

LEAVE IT TO BEEZER 

AIMS TO PLEASE 



L eave It to Bee 2 er won a lot 
of races during his long 
career on the track, but he 
won even more hearts. 

“Everybody loved to be 
around him. Fie was just 
an awesome, good-natured 
horse," said Tim Hooper, 
former assistant to trainer 
Scott Lake, who had Beezer 
during his halcyon days as a 
race horse. 

Bred in Florida by Harold 
Kitchen, Leave It to Beezer 
(1993, Henbane—Blue 

Shocker, by Copelan) cam¬ 
paigned for eight years, mak¬ 
ing 103 starts, and registering 
28 wins, 14 seconds and 18 
thirds. He amassed $684,086 
and won or placed in 10 
stakes, including victories in 
the Salvator Mile Handicap- 
G3 and Baltimore Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G3—the two 
graded stakes wins occurring 
as part of a five-race win 
streak in 2000, after Lake 
claimed him for $32,000 in 
December 1999 on behalf of 
the Leo Gaspari Racing Stable. 

The big handsome geld¬ 
ing was lost through the 
claiming ranks the follow¬ 
ing year, and made his final 
start on November 21, 2003, 
at Philadelphia Park, for a 
$7,500 tag. 

His final owner/trainer 
then showed up at Lake's 
Pimhco barn, looking for 
help in finding Beezer a new 
home. Hooper contacted vet¬ 
erinarian Brooke Harper— 


always one of Beezer's 
ardent admirers—who knew 
just where to mrn. Harper 
has sent several retired race 
horses to Jed Smalley, an 
honorary whipper-in for 
the Elkridge-Harford Hunt, 
and Beezer appeared to fit 
Smalley's specifications. 

“I like the motion of a 
big, long horse," said SmaUey, 
who is delighted with Beezer's 
development as a foxhunter, 
as weU as his personaUty. 

“He learns because he 
wants to please," said SmaUey, 
a physician at York Hospital. 
“The first time I put a log 
on the ground in front of 
him, you could see how con¬ 
fused he was. Then aU of a 
sudden it cUcked. He figured 
out he could go over it. He's 
Uke that with everything you 
introduce him to. He's got 
such class." 

After years on the race 
track, Ufe at SmaUey's Riot 
Run Farm in White HaU, Md., 
or Dog Haven Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., (he spends time 
at both locations) did not 
always make sense to Beezer. 

“We had to haul buck¬ 
ets of water to him out in 
the field last winter, until he 
reaUzed he could drink out 
of the stream," said SmaUey. 
“And when we opened the 
barn doors to let him go out 
in the field, he just stood 
there, wondering what to do. 
But it didn't take him long to 
learn."

CHARLES TOWN LOSES 
13 RACING DAYS DUE TO 
TRACK PROBLEMS 


D rainage problems in the 
racing surface caused 
the cancellation of 
13 live racing programs at 
Charles Town in September 
and October. 

“Soft" areas in the 
track were discovered soon 
after Charles Town's grand 
reopening from an $8 million 
improvement project that 
included major renovations 
to the racing surface. 

The track was closed 
from September 15 to 24, 


and again from September 29 
until October 8, to allow for 
additional repairs. 

“The surface was removed 
and portions of the subsur¬ 
face were replaced," explained 
Eric Schippers, vice-president 
of pubhc affairs for Charles 
Town's parent company, 
Penn National Gaming. 

Schippers said the prob¬ 
lems have been successful¬ 
ly repaired, and no further 
interruptions in live racing 
are expected.

NYRA blackout is 
sad reflection on 
the industry 


F ans at Mid-Atlantic tracks 
got a rude surprise on 
September 15, when Bel¬ 
mont Park’s signal disappeared 
from TV screens. One of the 
most popular simulcast options 
was dropped with no advance 
warning. And so far it hasn’t 
come back. 

It’s hke CNN deciding 
not to cover the presidential 
debates, or Fox news ignoring 
the war in Iraq. In other words, 
a major gap that nothing else 
can, or should, fill. 

The blackout is bad enough. 
But even worse, the situation is 
turning the tracks’ short-sight¬ 
edness and self-interest into a 
public spectacle. 

In simplest terms, the signal 
was taken hostage in a turf war 


over account wagering. The 
New York Racing Association 
(NYRA), which operates Bel¬ 
mont, Aqueduct and Saratoga, 
signed an agreement in Septem¬ 
ber with Television Games 
Network (TVG), giving TVG 
exclusive rights to use its signal 
for account wagering purposes. 

Race tracks within the Mid- 
Atlantic region are joined 
together in the MidAtiantic 
Cooperative, an alliance 
designed to give them collec¬ 
tive clout in negotiating for 
simulcast rights. The coopera¬ 
tive balked at NYRA’s arrange¬ 
ment with TVG, stating that 
NYRA is ‘‘effectively attempt¬ 
ing to force TVG into states 
where it has no presence or 
authority to take bets.” 

TVG is hcensed to oper¬ 
ate in only one Mid-Atlantic 
state—Maryland. And it is no 
longer welcome here, as far as 
the tracks are concerned. One 
of the first things Magna Enter¬ 
tainment Corp. did after pur¬ 
chasing a majority interest in 
Maryland’s major tracks. Laurel 
Park and Pimhco, two years 
ago was to initiate a lawsuit 
aimed at pushing TVG out of 
Maryland. Magna operates a 
competing account wagering 
system, XpressBet. 

The cooperative tried, and 
faded, to put a positive spin on 
the situation in a press release 
sent out on September 14, the 
day before the blackout began. 
“This is not an economic dis¬ 
pute,” wrote the cooperative’s 
executive director Martin Lieber- 
man. “We want aU of our mem¬ 
bers to be able to offer their 
fans account wagering on the 
NYRA races in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. NYRA, through its deal 
with TVG, has acted to limit 
wagering opportunities. Our 
members are in agreement, this 
is unacceptable and not in the 
best interests of racing fans in 
the region.” 


The deal between NYRA 
and TVG is not hkely to 
come apart, because TVG 
paid NYRA millions of much- 
needed dollars as part of the 
agreement. NYRA reportedly 
has used that money to repay 
funds it borrowed from the 
horsemen’s purse account—a 
key element in the reforms that 
are being pressed upon it by 
federal authorities. 

“TVG is not budging. It 
views Mid-Atlantic tracks as 
trying to put it out of business,” 
explained Alan Foreman, chief 
executive officer of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation (THA). “Right now there 
is nothing pressuring either 
side to make a settlement.” 

Meanwhile, it’s a lose-lose 
situation, with fans and horse¬ 
men bearing the fall-out. 

Horsemen’s representatives 
are looking toward taking the 
matter to court, said Foreman: 
“This dispute goes far beyond 
and is unrelated to the purpose 
for which the Mid-Atlantic 
Cooperative was formed. The 
cooperative was formed to 
allow the Mid-Atlantic tracks 
to buy simulcast signals en bloc 
to prevent drastic price increas¬ 
es by Churchill Downs, Magna 
and NYRA that would adverse¬ 
ly impact tracks and horsemen. 
In that context we supported 
the work of the cooperative. 
When it has gone beyond that 
role and has taken actions that 
were not in horsemen’s best 
interests, we have objected. 
The irony is that in Maryland, 
Magna’s decision has driven 
Maryland’s horseplayers to its 
competitor, TVG.” 

Somehow account wager¬ 
ing, the racing industry’s big¬ 
gest hope for expanding the 
business, has turned into a 
force for destruction in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. It’s ironic, 
but true. Let’s hope both sides 
come to their senses. Soon. ^

NOTHING COULD 
BE FINER THAN 
TO TRAIN IN 
CAROLINA 

South Carolina training centers 
carry on long and proud tradition.

7 would he a rash man who would 
say which of the South Carolina 
training centers — Aiken, 
Columbia or Camden—is the bestfor 
horses, because this would leave two South 
Carolina towns he couldCt go into again, 
exceptfurtively at night. — Joe H. Palmer 


It was many years ago 
when Pakner, a racing writer 
of extraordinary talent, trav¬ 
eled through South Carolina 
and strung essays about the 
Palmetto State’s horses and 
horsemen. The state was fuU 
of characters—Max Hirsch, 
Clarence Buxton, Del CarroU, 
DaUet Byers, Horatio Luro, 
Frank Whiteley and Jim Ryan, 
to name a few 

An array of horsemen 
spent winters in the South with 
young horses learning lessons 
and older horses refreshing 
for upcoming seasons. Buxton 


brought his horses to Columbia 
in 1928 and made a go of 
it. Horses like Discovery, Sun 
Beau, Cavalcade, High Quest, 
Bold Venture and Assault win¬ 
tered there before going north 
to win big races by the bushel. 

Eventually, Columbia’s 
horse population dwindled and 
neither Palmer nor any other 
writer would have to worry 
about caUingit the best in South 
Carohna. It’s now the home of 
the Columbia Fair Grounds. 
There isn’t a horse in sight. 

Aiken and Camden kept 
going strong and are the mec- 
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cas of South Carolina horse 
training. They hold the most 
horses and provide the two 
major public training centers 
in the state. But in addition to 
those two, the state is speck¬ 
led with training centers from 
Webb Carroll’s operation in St. 
Matthews to Franklin Smith’s 
center at EUoree to smaller 
programs like Doris Rabon’s 
Timmonsville farm and Jane 
Dunn’s Holly Hill Training 
Center. 

Lee Christian, president of 
the South Carolina Thorough¬ 
bred Owners and Breeders 


Association, sees the state as a 
farm system for Thoroughbred 
racing’s tracks around the 
country. 

Remember, this is a state 
that helped develop champions 
such as Forego, Ruffian and 
War Emblem. Not to mention 
jockeys like Chris Andey and 
Ryan Fogelsonger and count¬ 
less horsemen who got their 
start under the slighdy slower 
pulse of a training center’s 
rhythm. 

‘‘It’s a great place to raise 
and train a horse because of 
the warm climate,” Christian 


said. “Most of the industry is 
in the breaking and training 
of young horses, and there’s a 
modest amount of breeding 
to race in the state. We hope to 
change that a Httie bit by put¬ 
ting a breeders’ program and 
other incentives in, but that will 
take time.” 

An economic impact study 
is about to get underway, but 
Christian “guesstimates” that 
1,500 Thoroughbred race 
horses reside (at one time or 
another) in the state during the 
course of a year. An agriculmre 
study estimated that there were 


90,000 horses (aU breeds and 
disciphnes) in the state. 

“It’s growing gradually,” 
Christian said. “You’re see¬ 
ing a changing of the guard. 
Take Aiken. You had the ter¬ 
rific, old, blue-blood kind of 
barns at the Aiken Training 
Center. Those folks are retiring 
and dying off, unfortunately, 
but you’re replacing them with 
some younger trainers that are 
more independent operators. 
They train for the public rather 
than individual stables. You’re 
seeing other areas spring up. 
Some have been around for a

long time, like Holly Hill and 
EUoree, and others are of more 
recent vintage. 

‘Hhe growth covers a wide 
area, not just in Aiken and 
Camden.” 

Now, let’s take a tour. . . 

AIKEN TRAINING 
CENTER, AIKEN 

Dirt roads, the Hitchcock 
Woods, the training track. 
Whiskey Road, Aiken Trials, 
Aiken Steeplechase. . . Aiken is 
the only South Carolina horse 
town that could make a feature 
in Town & Country maga 2 ine. 
It’s historic, prideful, bucolic 
and one heck of a place to train 
a horse. 

Back before winter racing 
became such a requirement (a 
sea change that occurred in 
the late 1950s and early ’60s), 
the big outfits from the North 
would pack up and winter in 
Aiken. Rokeby, Greentree, 
Buckland, Claiborne, Firestone, 
Phipps, Paxson brought horses 
to Aiken. Around town, they 
claim 40 champions, includ¬ 
ing Kelso, Tom Fool, Gamely, 


Stage Door Johnny, ^Hawaii, 
Shuvee, Candy Fclair, Pleasant 
Colony, Conquistador Cielo, 
Devil’s Bag, Swale, Forty Niner, 
Pleasant Stage and Pleasant Tap, 
and classic winners Summer 
Squall and Sea Hero. 

Back then, older horses 
would get turned out for around 
60 days while the babies were 
broken. Once spring arrived, 
the team would head back to 
the races. 

Things changed with year- 
round racing, and now most 
older horses keep running. 
Florida has gradually become 
the winter place to be. But 
Aiken stiU has a healthy horse 
population and training opera¬ 
tion. The training track was 
opened in 1941. Barns were 
built by the major stables, and 
now eight surround the track. 
Stonerside Stable, Dogwood 
Stable, Legacy Stable, H. and 
D. Stable, Bruce Snipes, DoUy 
Bostwick, Gene Tucker, Steve 
Penrod, Tony Mitchell and 
town patriarch Mike Freeman 
use the facilities. 

Other outfits fill in the 
gaps. If a person wants to rent 


stalls, the Aiken Training Track 
Association will find them. 

Tim Jones moved to Aiken 
to train Janice and Robert 
McNair’s Stonerside horses 
after spending 17 years with 
HaU of Fame trainer Bill Mott. 

‘‘It used to be a lot bigger 
when the old outfits were here, 
but those barns are still here,” 
Jones said. “Some people lease 
them, and over the years they’ve 
been sold to different outfits. I 
love it. We have the Hitchcock 
Woods—it’s 2,200 acres. I take 
my babies there to get them 
off the race track. We have aU 
these dirt roads all throughout 
Aiken, that’s where the babies 
start out. Then we’ll go to the 
woods. It’s a wonderful place in 
the winter.” 

About 300 horses called 
the training facility home last 
winter. Other operations, like 
Freeman’s Chime Bell Farm, 
outside of town, add health to 
Aiken’s horse population. 

Ron Stevens and Brad 
Stauffer run Legacy Stable, 
which breaks aU of Fdward 
Fvans’s horses and counts 
Dogwood as a major chent. 
Fvans’s stakes winners Raging 


Fever, Gold Mover, Summer 
Colony and Colonial Minstrel 
were broken in Aiken, as well 
as Dogwood’s champion Storm 
Song. 

“[Aiken] is down a tittle 
bit the last couple of years,” 
Stevens said. “We lost a few 
barns to the show people and 
polo people, but it’s still a great 
place to train. You push one 
button to cross a paved road 
and then you’re in 2,000 acres 
of woods. We have access to 
a grass gallop, five-eighth-mile 
training track and one-mile 
training track.” 

CAMDEN

“Anything a horse can do, 
he can do at Springdale,” is 
how Palmer put it so many 
years ago. That goes for aU 
of Camden, about 30 miles 
northeast of Columbia. The 
slow town houses an eclectic, 
albeit talented, crop of horses 
each winter. Steeplechasers and 
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babies occupy Springdale while 
mostiy babies call Camden 
Training Center home. The 
facilities are within hacking dis¬ 
tance of each other. A lot of 
times, they’re called the jump 
side and the fiat side, but in 
actuality they’re a httle of both. 

Kip Riser’s Kirkwood Stable 
prepped the world’s most 
expensive 2-year-old in train¬ 
ing in Camden—a Fusaichi 
Pegasus colt who brought $4.5 
million last February in Florida. 
Frank Wooten breaks a barn 
full of yearhngs at Springdale 
each year. Jonathan Sheppard 
keeps flat horses and jumpers 
year-round in Camden. 

Transient steeplechase train¬ 
ers hke Richard Valentine, Chip 
Miller, Janet Flliott and Kathy 
Neilson ship to Camden for 
winter training. 

On the flat side. Bob 
Witham breaks Shadwell’s 
horses. Mickey Preger Jr. will 
have a barn of about 20 there 
this winter. Donna Freyer runs 
a huge yearling operation. Neil 
Floward satellites part of the 
Lane’s Fnd string there. 

And it’s mostiy due to Marion 
duPont Scott, who endowed 


Springdale to the state and was 
a driving force behind horses in 
Camden. Over the years, great 
horses hke Forego, Ruffian, 
Hoist the Flag, Damascus and 
Tiller trained in Camden. 

‘Wou can go on and on with 
the horses that trained here,” 
Preger said. ‘Hhe whole thing 
used to operate together. Mrs. 
Scott owned the entire place, 
and it all operated as one. When 
she died [in 1983], she endowed 
Springdale to the state and Will 
Parish bought the training cen¬ 
ter. Then Henrietta [Alexander] 
bought it [in 2001].” 

Preger has seen changes. 

‘When I was a kid, it was 
not a yearhng center, it was a 
place where people came with 
horses for winter breaks. That 
was before winter racing. Now, 
it just doesn’t work that way,” 
he said. “I think it’s doing fine; 
it has its regulars. It’s hard on 
some of the trainers because 
not too many owners want to 
give horses off for the winter.” 

They should spend a week¬ 
end in Camden, just watching 
horses train; they might change 
their minds. 


WEBB CARROLL 

TRAINING

ST. MATTHEWS 

Call Webb Carroll and you 
might find him anywhere. 

“I’m picking up two horses 
in Saratoga, I’m picking up two 
yearlings in Pennsylvania, I got 
horses coming from every¬ 
where,” Carroll said into his 
cell phone. It was September 
after aU, time to get the babies 
going. 

Carroll was born and raised 
in St. Matthews, about 25 miles 
off 1-95, 30 miles from the 
Columbia airport, and has been 
breaking yearlings for 25 years. 

“I sent out horses that were 
ready and right. The proof had 
to be in the pudding, that was 
the only way I could get start¬ 
ed,” Carroll said. “I named it 
Webb Carroll Training Center; 
I felt Hke it was going to be the 
Big M. Father a Miracle or a 
Mistake. Father way, they would 
know who I was.” 

They certainly do. Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness winner 


War Fmblem and stakes win¬ 
ners Tale of the Cat, Offlee 
Wild and Water Cannon have 
learned their lessons in 10 or 
12-horse sets over Carroll’s 
seven-eighth-mile training track, 
three-quarter-mile grass gallop 
and half-mile gallop in the 
woods. 

The horse inventory com¬ 
prises everything from babies 
to turn-outs, layups and older 
horses appreciating some time 
away from the race track. The 
crux of Carroll’s business is 
breaking and training, but he 
does some pinhooking for the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in training sales—^Water 
Cannon, a starter in this year’s 
Preakness, went that route. 

“I don’t race, I don’t do stal- 
Hons, I don’t do broodmares. 
I just develop young horses,” 
Carroll said. “When the 2-year- 
old became a priority, because 
of my background, we could 
get it done. It just picked up 
from there.” 

Carroll’s dad was a horse¬ 
man, and his mother was a 
schoolteacher. His father 
trained Charhe Boy, who won 
58 races in the late 1950s and 
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throughout most of the ’60s. 
When racing was disbanded in 
South Carolina, Carroll’s father 
went on the road. 

‘‘I was born and raised right 
here in this town. It’s just an old 
quaint Southern town with two 
stoplights, and it’s been home 
to me. Home to a lot of horse¬ 
men,” Carroll said. ‘We bred 
our own, raised our own, and 
ran our own. I stayed home and 
was the farm man. About 25 
years ago, I got involved with 
Odie Clelland—he was legend¬ 
ary—and I started breaking 
yearlings. Now this is aU I do.”

Catching up with Franklin 
(known as Frank, or Goree) 
Smith is a job in itself, well, 
unless you’re the vet, the feed 
man or a man with a yearling 
to break. 

“I just got back from [Keene- 
land]; we bought about 35 
there,” Smith said. 

“This time of year. I’m all 
over the place trying to get a 
handle on all of them. We’ll 
have about 120, 130. We’U be 
busy.” 

EUoree was the home of 
Palmetto race track back when 
South Carohna had parimutuel 
racing in the late 1930s and 
1940s. One Saturday a month, 
the bookies would come down 
s from the North and set up 
g chalkboards for a day’s rac- 
J ing. Racing was held at Myrtle 
§ Beach and Charleston, among 
^ several locations in South Caro¬ 
lina, before gambling was out¬ 
lawed in 1947. 

That’s when places like 
Palmetto were abandoned, left 
as ghost towns. The track sat for 
more than a decade and then 
was refurbished for training, 
changing hands several times 
until Smith bought it in 1976. 

“My family got involved in 
racing back in the ’40s. We 
farmed and did the horses,” 
I Smith said. “I got involved in 
^ breaking yearlings in the late 
I ’60s. We did well, the horses 


ran well, and then it took off. 
Before I knew it, I had more 
horses than I could put on the 
farm and my dad told me I 
needed to find another place. 
This place is about eight miles 
from the family farm that’s stiU 
there.” 

Originally, EUoree was 135 
acres. Now it’s about 400 acres 
with a three-quarter-mile train¬ 
ing track, three-quarter-mile 
turf gaUop and stabhng for 
250 horses. EUoree is about 
10 miles off 1-95, southeast of 
Columbia. 

The EUoree Trials, 10 races 
for Thoroughbreds and Quarter 
Horses, have been a tradition in 
March since 1962. Echpse 
Award-winning apprentice 
Ryan Fogelsonger received his 
education under Smith, as did 
Chris Antley and Maryland 
jockeys Mark Rosenthal and 
Brandon Whitacre. 

“We do a httle breeding 
down here. I don’t know why 
I do it, but I do it. It’s just part 
of what you do. When you get 
this in your blood, it’s hard to 
find anything else,” Smith said. 
“We’ve had great luck with a 
lot of the horses. We have a 
few good ones every year. A lot 
of trainers refer horses to us. 
We get a lot of satisfaction out 
of that.” 

Barclay Tagg, Dale Romans, 
Greg Foley, Richard Dutrow 
and Tony Dutrow are a few of 
the trainers who send horses to 
Smith. Good horses Demons 
Begone, Mr O’Brien (Ire), 
Tenpins, Royal Ski, Gin Talking, 
ChampaU, Island Fashion and 
At the Threshold were tutored 
by Smith. 

“Every day you wake up 
wanting to go at it,” Smith said. 
“You just have so much fun 
talking horses and working 
with horses.” 

HOLLY HILL 

TRAINING

About 10 minutes east of 
where Interstates 26 and 95 
cross, the town of HoUy HiU is 
the home of one blinking light. 
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The training center Holly Hill is 
home to about 80 of the best- 
bred horses in the country 

HoUy Hill Training Center 
has been rolling out horses since 
the 1940s. Secretariat’s trainer, 
Lucien Laurin, owned it for a 
while, Evergreen Farm took it 
over, and for the last 11 years 
it’s been run by transplanted 
Cahfornian Jane Dunn. 

She breaks all of Claiborne’s 
and Pin Oak Farm’s babies 
during the winter. The number 
win peak at around 80 during 
the winter and then ebb to 35, 
40 in the summer. Bluegrass 
and Fountain of Youth win¬ 
ner Pulpit got started here, as 
did Grade 1 winners Stroll and 
Madcap Escapade. 

The farm, about 45 minutes 
from Charleston, encompasses 
125 acres with a three-quarter- 
mile training track, 120 stalls 
and 26 grass paddocks. 

‘d went through a little bit 
of culture shock when I first 
moved here from Cahfornia, 
but Charleston is a lovely town. 
I keep a sailboat, and there’s a 
lot to do,” Dunn said. ‘T don’t 
advertise, I just sit here qui¬ 
etly and do my job and things 
happen. I’m lucky because it’s 
private. I don’t have to share 
my race track with anybody. If 
I don’t hke the surface, I can 
change it. If we want to gallop 
the wrong way, we can. There 
are a lot of pluses being the 
only guy calling the shots.” 

JAMES LAYDEN 
TRAINING 
CENTER, 
EHRHARDT 

Drive up to James Layden’s 
training center, and you can be 
sure they’ll notice you. Layden 
owns and operates his 68-acre 
farm in Ehrhardt and, well, it’s 
small town. 

‘‘When someone passes on 
the road, you don’t have to 
look, you just throw your hand 
up and wave because you know 
the sound of their vehicle,” 
Layden said. “We might have 
10,12 people pass on a training 
day and most of them are on 
tractors. It’s a little town, about 


1,200 people tops. A farming 
community. It’s a good out-of- 
the-way spot.” 

And a good place to break 
and train horses. Layden’s father 
farmed the land, in Bamberg 
County (between Aiken and 
Charleston), and in his later 
years sold it. Layden purchased 
a section and went into the 
horse business in 1978. It now 
has a five-eighth-mile training 
track, swimming facihties, pad- 
docks, three barns, 48 stalls and 
a free-style walker. 

“I’ve never had another job. 
I built every single thing here,” 
Layden said. “It didn’t grow 
much the first 10 years. 1 started 
with Quarter Horses, but I got 
tired of that. There wasn’t any 
money, so I started galloping 
Thoroughbreds. I used to gal¬ 
lop in Aiken and come home 
and train seven, eight, what¬ 
ever I had. The pinhooking has 
been a big step up for us.” 

Layden pinhooks about 20 
horses a year and has gradu¬ 
ally built a healthy business. 
The farm handles everything 
from weanlings to turn-outs to 
breaking yearlings and training 
2-year-olds. Graduates Grey 
Comet, Mother’s Sacrifice and 
Caribbean Cruiser have made 
their impact in the New York 
Stallion Series. 

“In the winter, it will be 
a little overfilled. It keeps us 
pretty busy all the time, but 
that’s a good thing. I’ve seen 
it the other way and it’s not as 
much fun,” Layden said. “It’s 
totally a working farm. I’m just 
a plain worker. It’s on a hUI, 
aU road frontage, three-board 
fence. No fancy gates or any¬ 
thing hke that, just a South 
Carohna working farm. And it’s 
been really good to us. It’s been 
a lot of work, but we’re having 
a good time.” 

MCCUTCHEN 

TRAINING 

CENTER, 

KINGSTREE 

Bobby and Debby Mc- 
Cutchen met at Wingate College 
in North Carohna. They fell in 
love with horses in Kingstree. 
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Holly Hill has a total of 120 stalls, housing primarily blue-blooded youngsters. 











Their 500-acre operation sits 
outside the small town, between 
Camden and Myrtle Beach. The 
facihties include swimming, a 
free walker, three-quarter-mile 
dirt track and a grass gallop. 
The area is agriculture and 
more agriculture—cotton, corn 
and the McCutchen horses. 

“WeVe been in the busi¬ 
ness for 20 years,” Debby 
McCutchen said, ‘dtis all my 
husband has ever done. We’re 
a small facility, by choice. We 
could have gone to Kentucky 
or Florida, but since we had a 
home base we stayed here. We 
raised two children, and they 
never gave us a minute’s trou¬ 
ble. 1 taught school for 11 years 
and retired from that. I’m kinda 
the bookkeeper/secretary, and 
I’ll put my two cents worth in 
once in a while. We love it. We 
just love it.” 

The McCutchens keep about 
35 horses for clients and about 
five for themselves. Bobby 
McCutchen’s been known to 
drop in to Keeneland in April 
with a fast-running 2-year-old 
that he doesn’t come home 
with. He also picks out and 
purchases yearlings for clients. 



‘‘If you drove in the drive¬ 
way? You’d say, ‘I’m in a 
Southern small town where 
people have horses and the 
horses come first,’” McCutchen 
said. “It’s quaint, woodsy, the 
trees are full of moss, it’s just a 
training center out in the coun¬ 
try. It’s a quiet, peaceful place 
for young horses.” 

The Kings tree Trials will 
make their ninth running on 
November 13. 


Camden headquarters of Mickey Preger will house about 20 horses this winter. 



“People tailgate, we get a few 
thousand people,” McCutchen 
said. “When you live in a state 
with no parimutuel racing, that’s 
the only way people get to see a 
horse race in South Carohna. 
For a small town, we get a good 
turn-out.” 

GLENVIEW 

FARM, 

TIMMONSVILLE 

Doris Rabon went looking 
for a show horse. She came 


home with a 189-acre training 
center off Exit 153 on 1-95. 

Rabon was in college and 
found a $2,000 horse in Georgia. 
She bought Prime Legacy, and 
her friend Linda Klein talked 
her into making him a steeple¬ 
chase horse. He won stakes 
from Delaware to Kentucky, 
and Rabon was so hooked, she 
bought a cow pasture outside 
Florence, in TimmonsviUe, and 
hung a shingle for incoming 
horses. 

Rabon’s Glenview Farm 
now has 60 stalls, a mile track 
(with the rail from old Garden 
State Park), two shedrow barns, 
one center-aisle barn, steeple¬ 
chase jumps and grass gallops. 
Rabon and her husband, Eric, 
break, train and look after 80 to 
100 horses in the winter. The 
number will drop to about 40 
in the summer. 

Clients come from all over: 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, New York. 

“When I got out of col¬ 
lege, I bought this farm and 
my husband and I have built it 
up. There wasn’t a thing here. 
It’s come a long way,” Rabon 
said. “It’s a mixture of a work¬ 
ing farm and a fancy Kentucky 
farm. I live it every day. I love 
it. I couldn’t imagine doing any¬ 
thing else. Sometimes I wish 
I lived in a neighborhood and 
was normal. This weekend, I 
had a horse coHc, you know, but 
most of the time, I love it.” 

Rabon still dabbles in jump 
racing, and owns race horses 
who are usually stabled at Phila¬ 
delphia Park. She has a good 
2-year-old named Schdoh who 
won at Belmont this year. He’s 
on the farm resting for his 3- 
year-old campaign. 

“I try to not keep too many 
of my own, but I somehow 
end up with them,” Rabon said. 
“This is my hfe. My kids are 
growing up right here on the 
farm, it’s good and healthy for 
them. It’s a lot of work but it’s 
a lot of fun. You have your ups 
and downs, but the farm does 
real well.” 

RANDY RENTZ, 
EHRHARDT 

Randy Rent 2 , hke James 
Layden, was born and raised 
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in Ehfhardt. They worked with 
Quarter Horses together. Rentz 
rode races from Louisiana to 
Florida, Cahfornia to Texas. 
When he retired in 1982, he 
gradually moved into breaking 
and training young horses. 

‘T started with mostly 
Quarter Horses, then started 
getting Thoroughbreds,” Rentz 
said. ‘‘They started going north 
and doing good, and then I 
started getting more clients.” 

Rente’s big break came when 
prominent New York owner 
Seymour Cohn sent horses to 
him about 10 years ago. Major 
stakes winners Kashatreya and 
Chasin’ Wimmin (who’s retired 
on the farm) came through 
Rente. 

“They sent me five horses, 
and I told them three aren’t 
worth foohng with,” Rente 
said. “They didn’t know me, I 
didn’t know them. They said, 
‘Nobody ever told us that.’ It 
wasn’t two weeks later they sent 
me 10 more.” 

Randy and his wife, Janet, 
who handles the layup side of 
the business, manage the 200- 
acre farm. Horses train on a 
three-quarter-mile track, and 
the farm also offers swimming 
facilities. They keep about 75 
horses year-round and can get 
up to 125 in the winter. Rente 
breaks and freshens horses for 
Penn National-based Bruce 
Kravets and has a long list of 
chents. 

“We’ve got a nice place, 
nothing real fancy, just a work¬ 
ing farm,” Rente said. “We 
keep everything neat and clean. 
We’re a family-operated deal. 
My oldest son, Andy, works 
here. My youngest son, Justin, 
mucks stalls in the afternoon 
and helps keep an eye on 
things.” 

Rente summed up the entire 
South Carohna horse industry: 

“None of us try to put on a 
big fancy show or nothing. Just 
try to take care of our horses 
and get good results. We’ve 
been lucky, all of us, we do 
pretty doggone good.” ^ 


“I ride the pony. I just turned 49 last week. I quit galloping about 
five years ago.

DIVIDED 

Two national organizations for 
regulators—RCI and NAPRA— 
duplicate each other’s efforts by biii Heiier 


S O youVe settled into your 
easy chair on a Saturday 
afternoon ready to watch 
a great college football match¬ 
up, the best team in the Adantic 
Coast Conference playing the 
number one team in the Big 
East. The captains meet at mid- 
field. But instead of tossing a 
coin, the officials begin argu¬ 
ing. It seems they can’t decide 
which set of rules to use, the 
ACC’s or the Big East’s. 

^‘You mean they don’t use 
the same rules?” you ask your¬ 
self. 

Of course they do. In foot¬ 
ball. And in basketball, baseball 
and hockey. But not in horse 
racing. 

In horse racing, even as 
momentum builds for uniform, 
national medication rules— 
which common sense says 
should have been in place 


decades earlier—regulators 
have two national associations 
of racing commissions, the 
Association of Racing Com¬ 
missioners International (RCI) 
and the North American Pari- 
Mutuel Regulators Association 
(NAPRA). 

Each association operates 
a separate data base, creating 
unnecessary headaches for any 
member commission seeking 
information pertinent to hcens- 
ing individuals whose careers 
encompassed both data bases. 
The number of racing jurisdic¬ 
tions belonging to each orga- 
ni 2 ation is now nearly equal, 
although there has been consid¬ 
erable shifting back and forth. 

RCI and NAPRA held a 
historic joint convention last 
April 1 to 3 in New Orleans 
and appeared to be on the 


threshold of merging into one 
association. 

Acting separately, they each 
endorsed the national medica¬ 
tion pohcy proposed by the 
Racing Medication and Testing 
Consortium. But the merger 
never happened, forcing regu¬ 
lators around the country to 
continue to choose between the 
two, to the obvious detriment 
of the entire racing industry. 

It is nothing short of silly, 
the latest example of rac¬ 
ing leaders’ inabihty to work 
together for the common good 
of the sport. 

‘‘How in the world will rac¬ 
ing’s efforts to develop uniform 
medication rules and drug test¬ 
ing procedures ever succeed if 
the regulators who draft and 
enforce those rules are them¬ 
selves divided into two separate 
camps?” Ray Pauhck, the exec¬ 


utive editor of The Blood-Horse, 
asked in a 2003 article. 

Making RCI and NAPRA’s 
impasse even more difficult to 
digest is that the men who 
have led the two associations, 
RCI president and CEO Lonny 
Powell and former NAPRA 
executive director Frank Lamb, 
are widely respected racing offi¬ 
cials with deep, personal ties. 

(Lamb was succeeded on 
October 20, as this maga¬ 
zine went to press, by Paul 
Bowhnger, former executive 
director of the North Dakota 
Racing Commission.) 

Lamb has a 1952 win¬ 
ner’s circle picture taken at 
Centennial race track in Denver 
after Powell’s dad, jockey Taylor 
Powell, won a race for Lamb’s 
father, trainer Melvin Lamb. 

“I’ve known Lonny for a 
long time,” Frank Lamb said. 
“When I was working on the 
starting gate at Boise (Idaho) 
in 1972, Lonny was about 10.1 
knew Lonny was with his dad. 
Then Lonny’s first job at a race 
track was on the starting gate at 
Boise, and, at the time, I was a 
steward.” 

Powell and Lamb have 
headed rival associations trying 
to do the same thing. “Both 
associations have enough 
membership to go their own 
way, but lack critical mass to do 
things in a unified, more effi¬ 
cient and more effective way,” 
Powell said. “You need to be as 
united as one as possible. And 
you can’t do that when you’re 
competing for memberships.” 

There was no competition 
until a sufficient number of 
racing commissions became so 
dissatisfied with RCI that they 
formed their own association, 
NAPRA, in 1997. Much of 
that dissatisfaction centered on 
the salary and accountability of 
RCI executive Tony Chambhn, 
who resigned in 2001. 

“It wasn’t just Tony,” said 
Lamb, who continued to 
serve as executive director 
of the Wyoming Pari-Mutuel 
Commission, along with his 
role at NAPRA, over the past 
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four years. ‘‘It was the inabil¬ 
ity of RCI to be open and 
accountable with taxpayer 
dollars. When any state pays 
its dues to NAPRA or RCI, 
they’re using state funds. When 
you work for a state agency 
like I do, you have to be totally 
open and accountable. We just 
felt RCI should be completely 
transparent. There were suspi¬ 
cions, but things weren’t totally 
open and accountable, so you 
didn’t know what was going on. 
It was five years of trying to fix 
problems internally, and people 
got disgusted and just left. We 
just didn’t want to be part of 
what was going on.” 

Wyoming wasn’t alone. On 
June 28, 1997, NAPRA was 
incorporated as a nonprofit, 
tax-exempt corporation whose 
initial members were Alabama, 
Ari 2 ona, Florida, Idaho, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
Saskatchewan, South Dakota, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming. 

Alberta, British Columbia, 
the Canadian Pari-Mutuel 
Agency, Colorado, Florida, 
Iowa, Kentucky, Manitoba, 
Maryland, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, North Dakota, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia signed on later. 

The defections threatened 
the RCI’s very existence, which 
is why, in July 2001, the RCI 
hired Powell, who began his 
racing career with two simul¬ 
taneous jobs, working in the 
starting gate and also as a jock¬ 
ey’s valet at race tracks in Idaho 
and Arizona. 

“It was a great way to 
lose weight,” Powell laughed. 
Powell moved on to a distin¬ 
guished career, serving as presi¬ 
dent and CEO of Santa Anita, 
Turf Paradise and Mulmomah 
Greyhound Park in Oregon; 
executive vice-president and 
COO of Longacres Park in 
Washington; director of the 
University of Arizona Race 
Track Industry Program that 
he himself had graduated from; 
and, most recently, as the exec¬ 
utive vice-president of opera¬ 
tions for Magna Entertainment 
Corp. 


Powell knew the RCI was in 
trouble. “A number of mem¬ 
bers had left, starting from 
1997, and it hit a fever pitch in 
1999 and 2000,” Powell said. 

“When you’re a membership 
association and you have that 
much shrinkage, it’s make or 
break time. Was it going to 
stick together?” 

Powell was intrigued by the 
challenge RCI offered. “I don’t 
think there’s a greater reward 
than mrning an organization 
around,” he said. “This orga¬ 
nization was going nowhere 
fast.” 

Though he succeeded in 
damage control, stabihzing 
RCI’s membership, Powell 
knew that racing needed one 
association of commissioners, 

not two. /ya/7/f Lamb, of Wyoming, led NAPRA through its formative years. 

“We consistently led the 
charge to create a new single 
association through merger,” 

Powell said. “It wasn’t an easy 
move to make. The organiza¬ 
tion went the extra mile to do 
this. It was the right thing to do 
for all the right reasons.” 

According to Powell, the 
RCI passed a motion in 2002 
to unify the two associations. 

To make it happen, the first 
step was agreeing to a joint 
conference at New Orleans 
last April. From that begin¬ 
ning, a joint merger task force 
was appointed by each associa¬ 
tion. RCI was represented by 
Norm Barron (Ohio), Charlie 
Gardiner (Louisiana), Powell, 

Lynda Tanaka (Ontario) and 
RCI’s new chairman, Frank 
Zanzuccki, the executive direc¬ 
tor of the New Jersey Racing 
Commission. 

Representing NAPRA were 
Gary Belecki (Alberta), Stan 
Bowker (Virginia), Leary Clay- 
pool (Saskatchewan, Canada), 

Mike Hopkins (Maryland) and 
Dave Roberts (Florida). 

“The five of us on each 
side were charged with explor¬ 
ing the possibility of forming 
a single organization,” Powell 
said. “That process took about 
seven months. I thought we 
put in a tremendous amount of 
work. I think we aU fed off each Lonny Powell was hired in 2001 to institute a new regime at the embattled RCI. 
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other’s intensity. There was a 
lot of give and take. As we 
roUed into late March, the task 
force recommended a single 
plan of action for their board 
to vote on. In New Orleans, 
our board of directors unani¬ 
mously approved the merger. 
We then met with our NAPRA 
counterparts. We were advised 
that a vote was not taken and 
that their desire was to put in 
place a new negotiations chair 
on their side and that every¬ 
thing was back on the table. 
That was taken by our five rep¬ 
resentatives to be a cessation 
of negotiations.” 

Not surprisingly, NAPRA 
had a different take on what 
did and didn’t happen in New 
Orleans. Asked whether he 
thought the merger was a good 


idea. Lamb said: ‘d did, and I 
still do. The things our board 
asked for, the RCI wouldn’t 
give up. Our board wanted to 
get documentation about exist¬ 
ing contracts and obligations.” 

According to Lamb, NAPRA, 
which had backed the concept 
of a merger, had agreed that 
the new unified association 
would be located in Lexington, 
Ky., where RCI is based. ‘We 
wanted to hire a local attorney 
who knew Kenmcky law to 
check the merger out,” Lamb 
said. ‘Would this be a new 
association or not? Are we ha- 
ble for current or past con¬ 
tracts? Our board was doing 
due dihgence.” 

When the RCI chafed at 
NAPRA’s demands for docu¬ 
mentation, the merger was 


quickly off. “That’s their [RCI’s] 
decision, and they have the 
right to make that decision,” 
Lamb said. “But if we’re going 
to have a single association, 
it’s going to be a totally trans¬ 
parent, accountable and open 
association.” 

Instead, racing maintains 
two associations doing the 
exact same function. 

It’s been that way for seven 
and a half years, and it’s not 
likely to change overnight. 

“I was really disappointed,” 
Lamb said. 

Powell was too. 

“I thought it was 75 per- 
cent-plus that it was going to 
happen in New Orleans,” he 
said. “That’s what made it that 
much sadder when a final vote 
wasn’t taken on the merger. 


MID-ATLANTIC STATES 
LEAN TOWARD RCI 


M ost Mid-Atlantic rac¬ 
ing states belong 
to Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International (RCI). 

Of the six—Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Virginia and West 
Virginia—only Pennsylvania 
stands squarely with the North 
American Pari-Mumel Regu¬ 
lators Association (NAPRA). 

“Pennsylvania has been 
a member of NAPRA 
since 1998,” said Ben Nolt, 
executive secretary of the 
Pennsylvania State Horse 
Racing Commission. “And 
we see no reason to go back. 
We’re perfectly satisfied with 
NAPRA. It seems to be the 
work horse of the industry.” 

Virginia currently belongs 
to both organizations, but its 
future with NAPRA is not 
certain, explained Virginia 
Racing Commission execu¬ 
tive secretary Stan Bowker. 

“We wiU definitely contin¬ 
ue with RCI,” said Bowker, 


who along with the Maryland 
Racing Commission’s execu¬ 
tive director Mike Hopkins 
was part of the NAPRA team 
that attempted to bring the 
two organizations together 
last April. 

Said Bowker: “Virginia 
dropped out of RCI at the 
end of 2000 and rejoined 
several months ago. RCI has 
undergone a reorganization 
to become a prominent play¬ 
er, and we want to be part of 
it—which is no reflection on 
NAPRA, because we enjoyed 
that association as well.” 

Newjersey’s stance is clear: 
Frank Zanzuccki, the New 
Jersey Racing Commission’s 
executive director, was elect¬ 
ed chairman of RCI last 
April. “We’ve always been a 
member of RCI, and there 
was never any thought of 
leaving,” Zanzuccki said. 

Delaware’s Racing Com¬ 
mission chairman Bernard 
Daney is also an elected offi¬ 


cer of RCI, having been 
tapped in April for a term as 
secretary/treasurer. “[Dela¬ 
ware] never considered 
NAPRA,” said Daney. “We’ve 
always felt RCI was the main 
administrator of racing.” 

Maryland will rejoin RCI 
in January after a five-year 
alliance with NAPRA. 

“RCI had internal issues 
that that led to us not being 
a member,” said Maryland 
Racing Commission execu¬ 
tive director Mike Hopkins. 
“They’ve made adjustments 
to their bylaws and internal 
structure, and at this point 
it appears they are the more 
progressive organization.” 

West Virginia is back 
with RCI after switching to 
NAPRA during RCI’s “years 
of turmoil,” said West Vir¬ 
ginia Racing Commission 
chairman Drew Payne, who 
stated: “We would like to see 
them merge.”

It was a win-win situation. It 
made so much sense. But that’s 
not what happened.” 

What happened after the 
joint convention was that each 
association remrned its focus 
to its own separate agenda and 
priorities. For RCI, it meant 
rebuilding membership. To 
that end, the RCI added the 
Virginia Racing Commission 
on July 20, and the New York 
State Racing and Wagering 
Board, which had been func¬ 
tioning as an independent, on 
August 11. 

For NAPRA, the number 
one priority became finding a 
full-time executive director to 
free Lamb to remrn to his full¬ 
time job with the Wyoming Pari- 
Mutuel Commission. NAPRA’s 
search for a full-time executive 
director had been put on hold 
pending the resolution of the 
merger, keeping Lamb more 
than busy. 

“This was supposed to be 
part time,” said Lamb, whose 
career has included stints 
as racing secretary at Parr 
Meadows Quarter Horse Track 
in Yaphank, Long Island, in 
its only year of operation in 
1977; racing secretary at Delta 
Downs in Louisiana; steward 
at Boise and Turf Paradise, 
and racing secretary at Portland 
Meadows in Oregon. 

“I came to Wyoming in 1989 
to help startup off-track betting 
for the state and I stayed here,” 
Lamb said. “I like Wyoming. It 
has aU the things I like to do: 
the fishing, the hunting, all the 
outdoor activities.” 

He would like to have a 
single association of racing 
commissioners. “There should 
be one,” he said. “And someday 
there will be.” 

Powell feels the same way. 
He knows the status quo is 
anything but ideal. 

“The biggest downside now 
is that there is no central, unit¬ 
ed data base of rulings and 
hcensing information, which 
are of extreme importance to 
the regulatory side of the busi¬ 
ness and the industry at large,” 
he said. “Secondly, the indus¬ 
try needs a single regulatory 
voice.” W

September 
brings stellar 
competition 


T he National Steeplechase 
Association's fall season 
may have started calmly, 
with more than three weeks 
of rest after Saratoga, but the 
first weekend featured more 
action than Florida's National 
Weather Service bureau. 

Maryland's Shawan Downs, 
fast becoming a can't-miss stop 
on the circuit, ushered in the 
new season on September 25 
with a race card feamring two 
stakes. A day later, Monmouth 
Park hosted its first jump race in 
five years—a $75,000 key prep 
for the Breeders' Cup. Also on 


September 26, Virginia's tradi¬ 
tional Foxfield meet served up 
its usual fare, including a visit 
by 2003 Echpse Award win¬ 
ner McDynamo in a training 
flat race. 

Though all too brief, Septem¬ 
ber's steeple chasing was stellar. 

At Shawan, trainer Jack 
Fisher swept both stakes for 
the third time in four years and 
also picked up another victory 
to break a three-way tie atop 
the NS A trainer standings. 

Champion trainer in 2003, 
Fisher used one old horse and 
one new horse—both owned 


by Ann and Flenry Stern—to 
take the 2004 stakes double. 

Paradise's Boss, a 4-year-old 
who made his jump debut in 
April, flew to an immediate 
lead under Tom Foley and—as 
the oldtimers say—“improved 
his position" to win the $25,000 
Mercedes-Benz Legacy Chase 
by a dozen lengths. 

The novice stakes attracted 
six starters, including stakes 
winner Sharp Face and s takes- 
placed Barzulu (NZ). The 
youngest horse in the race. 
Paradise's Boss set the pace 
throughout while jumping 
superbly and faced only one 
real challenge. Barzulu, third in 
two starts versus open stakes 
company at Saratoga, ranged 
alongside at the ninth of 13 
fences. Still jumping like a vet¬ 
eran, Paradise's Boss flew the 
fence and rebuilt his lead. He 
was never challenged thereaf¬ 
ter. Irish Prince (NZ) rallied 
late for second with The 
Editor's Son third and Barzulu 
a tiring fourth. 

“They came to me, but 
as soon as he heard another 
horse he took off again and 
said ‘Let's go,"’ said Foley. “He 
was very impressive to me. He's 
just a 4-year-old. I rode him at 
Saratoga and hked him, but I 


thought maybe I just stole that 
race. Today was different." 

Purchased by Fisher late last 
year. Paradise's Boss won three 
flat races in 2003, the last a 
$20,000 claimer at the Mead- 
owlands in late October. He 
won his jump debut by eight 
and a quarter lengths in April, 
then fell in his next start (at 
Radnor) and was pulled up at 
Fair HiU. Second after lead¬ 
ing in a Colonial Downs allow¬ 
ance on June 27, Paradise's 
Boss won a July 29 allowance 
at Saratoga by an easy three and 
a half lengths—defeating sub¬ 
sequent meet winners Chero- 
keeinthehiUs and Motel Affair. 

“I tried to go as slow as 
I could and no one passed 
me," said Foley of life on the 
lead. “They left me alone. He 
jumps so good. He prefers 
here to Saratoga because there 
are more fences to jump. He's 
just a real nice natural jumper. 
Phenomenal, really." 

Two races later, Fisher, 
Foley and the Sterns were at it 
again—this time with longtime 
stable stalwart Darn Tipalarm 
in the Ski Roundtop Timber 
Stakes. The 11-year-old battled 
with Joe At Six early, and took 
the lead for good after about 
a mile. Jumping styhshly as 
always. Darn Tipalarm cruised 
home by nine and a quarter 
lengths over Fisher-trained sta- 
blemate Bubble Economy, with 
Romantic Virginian third. 

Fisher grinned at the suc¬ 
cess of his old horse, who won 
Shawan's hurdle stakes three 
years ago. 

“Darn Tipalarm on his day 
has run some big races that I 
didn't expect out of him," said 
Fisher. “He won here the first 
year and I didn't expect that. 
He won the stakes at Radnor 
[2000] when I entered him as 
a rabbit for another horse. On 
his day, he can run a very good 
race." 

Darn Tipalarm won for the 
eighth time in his long jump 
career, which began in 1998 and 
has included 50 starts through 
Shawan. Amazingly, all eight 
wins have come with differ-

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exit jockeys—(in order) Andy 
Wilson, Sean Clancy, Jonathan 
Thomas, Chip Miller, Fisher, 
Matt McCarron, Paddy Young 
and Foley 

‘‘What a monster. Fve 
chased him before, but never 
ridden him,’’ said Foley “He’s 
a tough, honest, honest horse. 
He’s got a great heart. I had a 
great time riding him.” 

Jumping has been Darn 
Tipalarm’s forte since the start 
—even on the first day Fisher 
saw the gray son of Darn That 
Alarm at the barn of flat train¬ 
er Jim McGreevy. 

“He took out the top rail of 
a board fence and said ‘Jump 
this fence.’ It was still about 
three feet and straight up and 
down,” recalled Fisher. “I said 
‘You’re crazy. I’m not jumping 
that.’ I took his word for it and 
bought the horse.” 

Since then. Darn Tipalarm 
has kept on jumping—^build¬ 
ing a career by trying to lead 
at every step of his races and 
racking up $294,490 in steeple¬ 
chase earnings. 

“He just goes down to 
a fence and is gone—^hke a 
deer,” said Fisher. “He does 
not make mistakes, or hasn’t so 
far. Nobody can run and jump 
with him. Over a timber course 
like this, sometimes that might 
not work, but when he runs 
the way he can he’s very tough 
to catch.” 

The swashbuckling style 
appeals to owner Henry Stern, 
whose best horse (timber leg¬ 
end Saluter) gave him many 
anxious moments by typical¬ 
ly coming from well off the 
pace. 

“I don’t know that much 
about [the sport], but I like 
stamina,” said Stern. “I want 
to be a frontrunner even if 
I’m not there at the last fence. 
There will never be another 
Saluter, but it’s awful nice to 
have horses like this. They are 
pretty fair horses.” 

In other action at Shawan, 
the NS As filly and mare divi¬ 
sion continued its chmb as 
nine females showed up for a

$12,500 maiden hurdle. In just 
its second season, the distaff 
division continues to improve 
while searching for a niche 
between maidens and stakes 
horses. 

At Shawan, Kinross Farm’s 
Gold Mitten graduated to a win¬ 
ner in her fifth career hurdle try 
—all this year. The 4-year-old 
daughter of Waquoit advanced 
from mid-pack to run down 
early leaders Whytwocayman 
and Zmoneygirl and win by a 
length and a quarter for trainer 
Neil Morris and jockey Matt 
McCarron. Polly Everafter 
was second with Safe Passage 
third. 

The first three finishers 
reflect the chief reason NSA 
adopted filly and mare rac¬ 
ing at the suggestion of sev¬ 
eral prominent horsemen, 
including Pennsylvania’s Rick 
Abbott. Gold Mitten, out of 
the Run the Gantlet mare Gold 
Glove, is a homebred (Kinross 
in Maryland) full sister to stee¬ 
plechase winner Gold Quoit. 
Polly Everafter, by Polish 
Numbers out of the Erins Isle 
(Ire) mare Shamrock Show, is 
a homebred (Nina Gardner 
in Pennsylvania) half-sister f 
to steeplechase stakes winner ^ 
Shamrock Isle. Safe Passage, | 
by Valley Crossing out of the “ 
Roberto mare Better to Be 
Lucky, is a homebred (Jonathan 
Sheppard in Pennsylvania) half- 
sister to steeplechase winners 
Bob Bailey, Make Your Own, 
Raffle and Rather Be. 

MONMOUTH PARK 
MONSTER 

S ur La Tete came to Mon¬ 
mouth Park with some¬ 
thing to prove. He left 
with everything to gain. A 
multiple winner versus nov¬ 
ice company, the 6-year-old 
made his open stakes debut 
at Monmouth and decimated 
a quality field in the $75,000 
Metcalf Memorial-NSA2 for 
Kinross Farm and trainer Neil 
Morris. 

Sur La Tete sat fourth in the 
seven-horse field until the final 


fence on the backside, where 
he lengthened stride like an 
Olympic athlete on a training 
run and accelerated into the 
lead. Briefly alongside leader 
and favorite Tres Touche on 
the final turn, Sur La Tete kept 
going and won by an easy IIV 2 
lengths for regular jockey Chris 
Read. 

The performance left many 
gasping. 

“It’s almost indescribable. 
The pleasure one has watching 
him run and watching him jump 
and watching Chris and Neil do 
an outstandingly superb job is 
amazing,” said owner Zohar 
Ben-Dov, a fan of superlatives. 
“He needs special tending to, 
and we give it to him. Then he 


gives back to us. It takes your 
breath away to watch him jump 
and run.” 

A former rogue who flunked 
out of his first career as a flat 
horse for owner/breeder Rut¬ 
ledge Farm, Sur La Tete has 
reformed himself since joining 
the Kinross barn in 2001. The 
son of Sky Classic was rebro¬ 
ken hke a yearling, and was 
gradually reintroduced to rac¬ 
ing. His travel schedule always 
involves shipping at night, and 
a pre-race stay of several days 
at a nearby farm rather than 
the race track. The horse’s Mon¬ 
mouth odyssey began with a 
van ride to Maryland, where he 
was originally slated to run (at 
Shawan Downs) Saturday. 
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him. He just opens it up and 
everyone else looks like they are 
encouraging and going to work 
on their horses. Sometimes I 
think Fm going too early but 
he seems to be able to keep it 
going and hold them off.” 

The victory pushed Sur La 
Tete’s career steeplechase mark 
to five wins in 11 starts with 
$257,060 in earnings.

F isher’s other stakes sweeps 
at Shawan came with Indis¬ 
pensable and Charlie’s 
Dewan (2003) and Darn Tipa- 
larm and Dr. Ramsey (2001). In 
the meet’s four years, Fisher has 
won 10 races. . . Shawan took 
another step forward atten¬ 
dance-wise with an estimated 
14,000 including Maryland’s 
governor and first lady, Robert 
and Kendel Ehrlich, on hand 
... The Charleston Cup steeple¬ 
chase, scheduled for Novem¬ 
ber, was cancelled, it was 
announced in late September 
... McDynamo finished second 
in his flat spin, a final prep for 
the October 23 Breeders’ Cup, 
which also figured to draw Sur 
La Tete and Grade 1 winner 
Hirapour (Ire). ^

Shortly thereafter, the race 
was shifted to Monmouth on 
Sunday, so Morris staked out a 
farm in New Jersey and trans¬ 
ferred his horse there Thursday 
night. Turned out in the morn¬ 
ing and kept to his usual rou¬ 
tine as much as possible, Sur La 


Tete arrived at Monmouth late 
the morning of the race and 
showed up ready for battle. 

The race proved easier than 
the travel arrangements, as 
Read simply settled the horse 
in mid-pack and rolled to Tres 
Touche at wiU.

Distaff 

steeplechases 
will pay off in 
long-term

T he best race the National 
Steeplechase Association 
has carded this year wasn’t 
a stakes, didn’t have a six-figure 
purse, had no history and prob¬ 
ably will be forgotten by the 
time December rolls around. 

But write this down— 
$12,500 fiUy and mare maiden 
hurdle at Shawan Downs on 
September 25 deserves a place 
in history The race announced 
steeplechasing’s arrival, or at 
least the recognition that the 
sport can change its racing 
product, address a need and 
grow 

The race attracted 11 entries, 
scratched down to nine, and 
was won by Gold Mitten. The 
4-year-old filly jumped flaw¬ 
lessly, settled just off the pace, 
advanced to second leaving the 
backstretch, and won by a 
length and a quarter. But none 
of that really matters. Most 
importantly, she was there. And 
so were the race’s other starters. 

Gold Mitten, a Maryland- 
bred daughter of Waquoit and 
Gold Glove (by Run the Gant¬ 
let), is a full sister to steeple¬ 
chase horse Gold Quoit. Bred 
by her owner Kinross Farm, 
Gold Mitten dabbled in the flat 
game (one win in five tries), but 
was bred with steeplechasing as 
a back-up career plan. Without 
the filly and mare program, 
founded in 2003, she’s prob¬ 
ably a broodmare already or 
banging around in dirt races 
where she doesn’t belong. 
Instead, she’s earning money. 


increasing her value, proving 
she belongs, adding statistics 
to her sire, dam and breeder. 
She’s also raising her profile as 
a broodmare prospect, and will 
someday be the dam of a stee¬ 
plechase horse—^meaning her 
owner is involved in the game 
on a level beyond just racing. 

‘‘She’s probably not a stakes 
horse, so I’m not sure where 
she’ll go from here, but hav¬ 
ing these races gives us an 
option with her,” said train¬ 
er Neil Morris. “She ran well 
this spring, tried the boys and 
ran OK, and then got the job 
done. I was proud of her. She 
deserved to win.” 

Behind the winner came 
more similar stories. Polly 
Everafter, a 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Pohsh Numbers and 
Shamrock Show, was bred in 
Pennsylvania by her owner 
Nina Gardner. The long, tail 
filly competed on the flat at 
Saratoga this summer and actu¬ 
ally passed up a pretty good flat 
opportunity to make her hurdle 
debut. Trained by Chip Miller, 
PoUy Everafter raced conser¬ 
vatively for a mile and gradu¬ 
ally picked her way through 
the field. 

Fourth entering the final 
turn, she kept digging and got 
up for second in an encourag¬ 
ing effort. 

Gardner is weU-known for 
breeding superb specimens— 
great types with strength, 
si 2 e, distance pedigrees and 
potential careers on the flat, in 


steeplechase races or in three- 
day eventing. She sells some, 
keeps others to race, and loves 
them all. 

“Isn’t she gorgeous?” Gard¬ 
ner gushed minutes after con¬ 
gratulating her horse on a good 
effort at Shawan. “I hke my 
horses, want to see them do well, 
and races hke this are a good 
idea. And teU everyone I stiU 
have the mare, so there are 
more hke this one on the 
farm.” 

Gardner bred Shamrock Isle, 
who won the 2000 Maryland 
Mihion Steeplechase and also 
won a classy Saratoga aUow- 
ance race after competing on 
the flat. 

Geaux Beau, the 2001 NS A 
3-year-old champion, is also a 
product of Gardner’s breed¬ 
ing program. Before the NS A 
added fiUy and mare races, Gard¬ 
ner’s female horses had no real 
options if they didn’t prove fast 
enough for flat success. 

Looking deeper into the 
Shawan race, the field included 


two daughters of ex-Maryland 
stalhon VaUey Crossing and a 
daughter of El Prado (Ire) (sire 
of Medagha d’Oro, Kitten’s Joy, 
Artie SchiUer and so on). Six of 
the nine runners raced for their 
breeders. Seven made their first 
steeplechase starts. Four are 
sisters to steeplechase winners. 

“People were complaining 
about how difficult it was to 
find suitable horses for stee¬ 
plechasing when the sport 
was virtually excluding half 
the breed and by doing that 
preventing a breeding indus¬ 
try from getting started,” said 
Mid-Atlantic bloodstock agent 
Rick Abbott, who prompted 
the program with a letter to 
the newspaper Steeplechase Times 
last year. “Think about it. If 10 
years from now, you’ve got 100 
broodmares with steeplechase 
form and owned by people who 
race steeplechasers, that would 
go a long way toward supplying 
horses for the sport.” 

Now that sounds history¬ 
making. W

Bowman’s Band 
should perform 
well at stud 



B owman’s Band, set to 
enter stud in 2005 at the 
Maryland Stallion Station 
in Glyndon, Md,, will be a 
welcome addition to the Mid- 
Atlantic staUion roster. 

One of the most consistent 
stakes runners to campaign 
in the East over the last few 
seasons, 6-year-old Bowman’s 
Band has, at time of writing, 
earned $1,265,774. 

In 31 starts, he’s won seven 
times, taken 10 seconds, and 
six thirds. He’s competed in 25 
stakes events, and has made the 
first three in 17 of them. 

His wins include the Mead- 
owlands Breeders’ Cup Stakes- 
G2, the Summing Stakes, 
which he took in only his third 
outing, the R. R. M. Carpenter 
Jr. Memorial Stakes and Brandy¬ 
wine Handicap. Among his 
placings are seconds in the 
Oaklawn Handicap-Gl and 


Metropolitan Handicap-Gl, 
and thirds in the Whimey Han¬ 
dicap-Gl, Pimlico Special-Gl 
and Woodward Stakes-Gl. 

Sold for $260,000 at the 
2000 Keeneland April Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale. 
Bowman’s Band is by Northern 
Dancer’s veteran son Dixieland 
Band. 

Sire of 99 stakes winners. 
Dixieland Band is well-known 
to Maryland breeders as the 
sire of Citidancer, a horse 
whose offspring include the 
Grade 1-winning fillies Urbane 
and Hookedonthefeelin. Other 
Dixieland Band sire sons 
include Dixie Brass, a standout 
in New York until his prema¬ 
ture death, and Dixieland Heat, 
sire of the brilliant fiUy Xtra 
Heat. 

Bowman’s Band’s dam is the 
accomplished Pleasant Colony 
mare Hometown Queen, win¬ 


ner of the Magnolia Stakes 
and runner-up in the Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl and Hempstead 
Handicap-Gl. 

Hometown Queen is the 
granddam of another current 
star in the shape of Pollard’s 
Vision. Out of a sister to Bow¬ 
man’s Band, Pollard’s Vision 
has been successful this year 
in the Illinois Derby-G2 and 
Leonard Richards S takes-G3. 
Hometown Queen is also a 
half-sister to Viviana, a French 
stakes winner who is the dam 
of two superstars in the shape 
of millionaire Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Sightseek and Tates Creek. 
Viviana’s sister Wills tar is the 
dam of Etoile Montante, win¬ 
ner of the Prix de la Foret-Gl 
last year in France, and of the 
Palomar Breeders’ Cup Handi- 
cap-G2 this year in the U.S. 
Hometown Queen is also a 
half-sister to the graded s takes- 
winning Revasser, dam of 
stakes winner Dance Dreamer. 

Nijinsky Star, the granddam 
of Bowman’s Band, has an even 
more illustrious pedigree as she 
is by Enghsh Triple Crown vic¬ 
tor Nijinsky II out of the great 
race mare Chris Evert, she the 
heroine of the CCA Oaks-Gl, 
Mother Goose Stakes-Gl and 
Acorn Stakes-Gl, the New 
York Filly Triple Crown. 

Nijinsky Star was unraced, 
but her stakes-winning half-sis¬ 
ter Six Crowns (by Secretariat) 
earned fame as the dam of 
champion 2-year-old and good 
sire Chief’s Crown, as well as 
Frizette Stakes-Gl and Gazelle 
Handicap-Gl winner Classic 
Crown. Chris Evert was one of 
several notable producers out 
of her dam, the stakes-winning 
T. V. Lark mare Miss Carmie. 
Others include AH Rainbows, 
dam of Kentucky Derby-Gl- 
winning fiUy Winning Colors; 
Missed the Wedding, dam of 
Grade 1 winner Missed the 
Storm; Whisper Who Dares, 
dam of Grade 1 winner 
Confessional; and Social 
Column, dam of Enghsh 
Group 2 winner Two Timing. 

We mentioned that Bow¬ 
man’s Band’s sire Dixieland 


Band is well-known as a sire 
of sires in the Mid-Atlantic 
through the exploits of his son 
Citidancer. There are some 
similarities between the pedi¬ 
grees of these two horses, as 
Bowman’s Band is out of a 
*Ribot-hne mare, with a dam 
by a son of Northern Dancer, 
and Citidancer’s second dam 
is a *Ribot-hne mare out of a 
mare by Northern Dancer. 

From the standpoint of 
selecting mates for Bowman’s 
Band, the first thing to note 
is that he is free of Mr. Pros¬ 
pector, a strain that has worked 
remarkably well for Dixieland 
Band and his sons, the cross 
producing at least 20 unre¬ 
stricted stakes winners to date. 

We can note that two of 
the Mid-Atlantic region’s out¬ 
standing Mr. Prospector sons, 
the late Allen’s Prospect and 
Two Punch, have both worked 
with Dixieland Band: Allen’s 
Prospect is the broodmare sire 
of Citidancer’s Grade 1-win¬ 
ning daughter Hookedonthe- 
feehn, while graded stakes win¬ 
ner Shiny Band is out of a Two 
Punch mare. 

Other branches of the 
Mr. Prospector line that have 
already worked with Dixieland 
Band-line stalhons include 
Conquistador Cielo (who was 
represented in Maryland by 
Norquestor), Fappiano (with 
former Maryland sire Press 
Card and leading West Virginia 
sire Weshaam), Miswaki, 
Crafty Prospector and Tank’s 
Prospect. Mares descending 
from Mr. Prospector through 
Forty Niner might also go very 
well here, and it could also be 
worth trying mares by Not For 
Love. Mares by Carson City 
(a son of Mr. Prospector) will 
reverse the cross that produced 
Pollard’s Vision. 

The Dixieland Band/Seattle 
Slew combination has been a 
fruitful one, producing such 
as hot young freshman sire 
Dixie Union (out of a mare 
by Capote), and graded stakes 
winners Dixieland Gold (out 
of a mare by Slew o’ Gold) and 
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Igotrhythm (out of a Seattle 
Slew daughter). Seatde Slew 
sons who have stood in the 
Mid-Atiantic region include 
Compelling Sound, Eastover 
Court and Harry the Hat. 
In addition to Seattle Slew, 
Dixieland Band seems to have 
a broad affinity for the Bold 
Ruler line in general, notably 
with Secretariat, Bold Bidder, 
Raja Baba and What Luck (or 
his brother King Emperor). 

Dixieland Band's brood¬ 
mare sire. Delta Judge, is out 
of a three-parts-sister to the 
dam of Roberto, and Dixie¬ 
land Band and Roberto have 
done well in combination, 
including two stakes winners 
by Citidancer out of mares by 
one-time Maryland resident 
RobelHno. 

From the *Turn-to line, we 
can also note a graded stakes 
winner by Dixieland Band 
out of a mare by Smarten (by 
Cyane), and success with mares 
by Lord Gaylord and his son 
Lord Avie. *Turn-to's relative 
*My Babu is the broodmare sire 
of Damascus, and the Dixie¬ 
land Band/D am as cus cross has 
provided two Grade 1 winners. 
One of these, the 2004 Itahan 
Oaks-Gl victress Menhoubah, 
is out of a mare by Private 
Account (and interestingly, her 
second dam is by Seattle Slew). 
Private Account has been rep¬ 
resented in the Mid-Atlantic 
through Secret Hello, Valley 
Crossing, Private Terms and 
Corporate Report. Damascus 
through Eastern Echo and 
Time for a Change also looks 
likely to do well here. 

Since Bowman's Band is 
himself a product of the very 
successful Dixieland Band/ 
*Ribot cross, his strain com¬ 
ing via His Majesty, it might 
well pay to add more *Ribot 
through His Majesty's brother 
Graustark (in the Maryland 
population through sons Proud 
Truth and Hail Emperor, and 
further back in the pedigree 
of Waquoit) and Hoist the 
Flag (sire of Oh Say, Linkage, 
Salutely and Marine Brass, 
among local strains). 


Citidancer, with background 
similarities to Bowman's Band, 
is out of a mare by Tentam, 
and it could certainly be worth 
bringing in Tentam through 
Baederwood or Shelter Half, 
and going for Tentam's sire 
line of Intentionally through 
In Reality. 

Less prohfic male tines 
whose descendants look likely 
to do well here are Naskra, 
*Gallant Man and Prince John. 
Citidancer has two stakes win¬ 
ners out of mares by Prince 
John's son Transworld, and 
John Alden is another Prince 
John descendant who might do 
well here. 

Looking farther back in 
the pedigree at the Nijinsky 
II strain, we can consider 
bringing in Blushing Groom 
(Fr), particularly through Mt. 
Livermore, and Tom Fool, 
through Buckpasser and Tim 
Tam (who is from Bowman's 
Band's own female line). ^

Salmonellosis 
is highiy 
contagious and 
potentiaiiv fatai 


E arlier this year, the George 
D. Widener Hospital 
for Large Animals at 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
New Bolton Center in Kennett 
Square closed its doors for 
10 weeks after 16 horses died 
from salmonellosis, a bacterial 
infection that causes profuse 
diarrhea, high fever and shock. 
New Bolton took this drastic 
action after it was unable to 
contain the outbreak while car¬ 
rying on business as usual. 

During the 10-week closure, 
Helen Aceto, VMD, Ph.D., 
director of the center’s bio¬ 
security, and associate dean 
Bruce Rappoport undertook 
the Herculean task of planning 
and overseeing decontamina¬ 
tion of the premises—a mea¬ 
sure that was impeded by a $3- 
million renovation project 
already underway. 

“We completely sandblasted 
all the barns down to the bare 
block, cultured and disinfect¬ 
ed by hand every square inch 
of the facility—not just the 
barns, but every physical loca¬ 
tion including offices and bath¬ 
rooms, and it was done by hand 
with a scrub brush, including 
parking lots and driveways,” 
Rappoport said. “In addition, 
we’ve probably taken more 
than 2,000 bacteriological cul¬ 
tures to assure ourselves that 
we have cleaned it up.” 


To avoid future outbreaks. 
New Bolton has revised its 
biosecurity protocol to Limit 
access by the public and to 
routinely test all animals upon 
admission to the center for 
Salmonella bacteria. 

Salmonellosis, a disease com¬ 
mon to humans and animals, 
is caused by Salmonella that 
overrun and attack the diges¬ 
tive system and then invade 
the bloodstream through dam¬ 
aged intestinal walls. While a 
relatively high-dose ingestion 
of Salmonella is necessary to 
cause salmonellosis in healthy 
animals, those in a stressed or 
weakened condition can devel¬ 
op the disease by exposure to 
an otherwise harmless level 
of pathogens. This is why the 
disease is so prevalent in hos¬ 
pitals. 

Usually the bacteria are 
ingested through feed, hay 
or water contaminated by the 
feces of infected horses, rats, 
birds, reptiles, amphibians or 
other animals. But even horses 
who appear healthy can carry 
Salmonella in their intestines 
and begin to shed the bacteria 
when under stress. 

Intestinal microflora, the 
beneficial bacteria that aid in 
digestion and increase resis¬ 
tance to disease, keep patho¬ 
gens such as Salmonella and 
Escherichia coh from flourish¬ 


ing when a horse is in good 
health. But administration of 
broad-spectrum antibiotics and 
corticosteroids to combat dis¬ 
ease or injury are harmful to 
the microflora. Stress also can 
alter the balance of the micro¬ 
flora, resulting in a change 
of pH in the gut, which can 
lead to digestive dismrbances, 
diarrhea and an overgrowth 
of disease-causing microbes, 
such as Salmonella and E. coli. 
Training, shipping, surgery, ill¬ 
ness or heat can compromise 
a horse’s digestive system and 
provide the stress factors that 
promote the overgrowth of Sal¬ 
monella and other pathogens. 

Typically, cHnics see more 
cases of salmonellosis in hot 
weather, but researchers are 
unsure why. Some speculate 
that it could be that when the 
horses are hot, they do not eat 
as well, and this changes the pH 
in their gut. It also may be that 
hot weather enables the organ¬ 
ism to thrive and multiply, and 
horses are exposed to a greater 
number of bacteria. 

FIRST SIGNS 

More than 2,400 serotypes of 
the Salmonella bacteria exist, 
creating a wide range of symp¬ 
toms. Diarrhea and high fever 
are generally the first signs, but 
some strains of the bacteria 
produce shock-Hke symptoms, 
tremors, profuse sweating, 
anorexia and abdominal pain. 
In these cases, diarrhea and 
high fever may be absent. The 
bacteria invade the circulatory 
and lymphatic systems through 
damaged intestines. Swelling of 
lymph nodes under the jowls 
may occur, giving the horse the 
appearance of strangles. 

Once in the bloodstream, 
endotoxins damage the capil¬ 
laries, whose job it is to carry 
blood and oxygen to tissues 
and carry away toxins. With the 
capillaries unable to function 
properly, toxic fluids settle in 
the legs, causing them to swell. 
Laminitis often follows. 

Because the disease also can 
cause acidosis, excessive acid 


production in the tissues, the 
gums may ulcerate. Alarmingly, 
the first sight of mouth ulcers 
often leads the owner to suspect 
the highly infectious vesicular 
stomatitis. But vesicular stoma¬ 
titis does not kiU; salmonellosis 
does. Without early, adequate 
treatment, death occurs within 
two to four days from onset. 

Although fecal cultures 
from a suspect horse can be 
used to confirm a diagnosis 
of salmonellosis, the disease 
progresses so rapidly that it can 
escalate beyond treatment by 
the time test results are avail¬ 
able 36 to 48 hours later. For 
that reason, most clinics believe 
it is prudent to begin treatment 
for salmonellosis when a horse 
has a high fever and diarrhea, 
even though test results are 
pending. 

Supportive therapy with 
fluids containing electrolytes 
should be started immediately 
to keep the horse from dehy¬ 
drating, and antibiotics should 
be administered. If the horse 
is treated quickly after the first 
symptoms are noticed, prog¬ 
nosis for recovery is good. But 
here is the snag: Salmonellosis 
cannot be distinguished from 
another type of dysentery, 
Potomac horse fever, without 
a confirming diagnostic test, 
and the drug of choice for 
treating Potomac horse fever. 
Tetracycline, can aggravate 
salmonellosis. On the other 
hand, the drugs most effective 
against salmonellosis—^penicil¬ 
lin and gentamycin—do not 
work against Potomac horse 
fever. So, until test results con¬ 
firm the diagnosis of salmonel¬ 
losis, it is safer to use a less- 
effective antibiotic regimen of 
trimethoprim and sulfadiazine 
(SMZ or Tribrissen). 

BIOSECURITY 

Salmonella can spread rapidly 
by contact with contaminated 
manure, equipment or even 
unwashed hands. Here are 
some tips to protect your horse 
against salmonellosis: 
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Avoid antibiotics unless 
your horse really needs 
them. Medicated vitamin 
preparations that provide a 
daily low dose of antibiotics 
should not be used. 

Maintain a regular feeding 
schedule to keep the pH in 
your horse’s gut at an even 
level. 

Feed forage at least 30 min¬ 
utes before feeding grain. 
Forage will stabilize the pH 
level in the gut; whereas, a 
sudden feeding of grain will 
cause a rapid flucmation. 

Isolate horses at risk to keep 
them from possible infec¬ 
tion until their immune 
systems recover, and wash 
your hands before and after 
working with them. 

Isolate any animal suspected 
of being a Salmonella shed- 
der, and disinfect boots, 
hands, equipment and cloth¬ 


ing immediately upon leav¬ 
ing the isolation area. Place 
muck in an area where there 
is no danger of spreading 
contaminated runoff water 
and treat muck heavily with 
Hme. 

The diverse number of Sal¬ 
monella strains makes develop¬ 
ment of an effective vaccine 
virmally impossible, although 
a vaccine is commercially avail¬ 
able that claims to provide pro¬ 
tection against one of the more 
than 2,400 specific strains. 
Researchers at New Bolton 
are working on a new diag¬ 
nostic test to detect potential 
Salmonella shedders that wiU 
remrn an answer within two 
hours after sampling. Once 
tested and approved by the 
scientific community, the diag¬ 
nostic test will be made avail¬ 
able to veterinary chnics, race 
tracks, and other equine ven¬ 
ues, Rappoport said. ^

PARK MEET 
ENDS ON 
OPTIMISTIC 
NOTE

M onmouth Park's 2004 
season, which ended 
September 26, was 
notable for things accom¬ 
plished—and the promise of 
things to come. 

The meet was blessed with 
sensational victories by Lion 
Heart in the Grade 1 Haskell 
Invitational on August 8, and 
Ghostzapper in the Isehn 
Handicap-G3 on August 21. 
Both victories rank among the 
most impressive performances 
by any horse at any track this 
year. 

The landing of the 2007 
Breeders' Cup, announced for¬ 
mally on Haskell day, set the 
stage for a bright racing future 
on the Jersey shore. 

On the business side, the 
numbers were solid, topped by 
a record handle of 112,686,430 
for HaskeU day. 

Average daily attendance of 
9,086 for the 87 days was 4.2 
percent higher than in 2003, 
while the average daily total 
handle of $2,843,544 was 17.2 
percent above the previous 
year. On-track handle averaged 
$706,607, an increase of 5.6 
percent. 

As for individual standings, 
Tim Hills won the trainers' 
title for the second time in _ 
three years, and Michael GiU 5 
repeated as leading owner, g 
Jockey Joe Bravo won a record ± 
10th title and scored his first S 
Haskell win with Lion Heart. 
Michael Baze was the leading 
apprentice.

Janet Laszio, an owner 
and breeder whose horses have 
been successful at Monmouth 
over the last decade, was this 
year's recipient of the Virgil 
‘‘Buddy" Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award. 

The Raines Award, institut¬ 
ed at Monmouth in 1996, hon¬ 
ors men and women who have 
demonstrated a continuing 
commitment to Thoroughbred 
racing as owners or trainers, 
and whose conduct has been 
exemplary for professional¬ 
ism, integrity and service to 
the sport. 

Laszio is the ninth honoree, 
following J. Willard Thompson 
(1996), Danny Perlsweig 
(1997), Warren A. “Jimmy" 
Croll (1998), Joe Pierce Jr. 
(1999), Peter Shannon (2000), 
Dennis Drazin (2001), Sam 
Fieramosca (2002) and Charles 
and Marianne Hesse (2003). 

In 1981, after raising two 
children and running a small 
stable of hunter-jumpers, 
Laszio combined her nurs¬ 
ing skills and horse sense to 
take Thoroughbred layups at 
Hunters Run Farm in Wall 
Township, N.J., a facihty that 
she and her husband Joe devel¬ 
oped. She began her foahng 
business at the farm in 1989, a 
successful endeavor that con¬ 
tinues today. 

In 1991, after her two 
daughters left for Alaska and 
West Africa, Laszio and her 
husband decided to become 
Thoroughbred owners and 
breeders. Four years later, 
they sold their first homebred. 
Intrepid Son, who went on to 
win two Grade 2 stakes and 
was named champion 2-year- 
old New Jersey-bred male of 
1995. 

Hunters Run has continued 
to produce homebred winners 
for the Laszlos, including Just 
Chocolate, Just Whimsical, 
Kyley's Moon and Quiet Des¬ 
peration, who won the Colts 
Neck Handicap on New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival Day. 

Closing day marked the 
return of steeplechasing to 
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Half-brothers American Freedom (left) and Freedom’s Honor found 
conditions to their liking in the Jersey Breeders’ Turf Highweight Handicap. 


Evil Minister, the longest 
shot in the eight-horse field, 
debuted at Monmouth on June 
19 and finished fourth. He 
broke his maiden next time out 
at Pimlico on August 1 with the 
addition of Lasix. That victory 


gave Maryland-based trainer 
Erik Juvonen the confidence 
to take the jump into a graded 
stakes. 

Park Avenue BaU, unbeaten 
in both starts at Monmouth, 
including the Tyro Stakes, took 


the lead from the pacesetting 
Upscaled at the top of the 
lane. He appeared poised to 
extend the unbeaten streak 
but Evil Minister kept eating 
into the lead with every jump. 
Ridden by Juhan Pimentel, 
Evil Minister ran the six fur¬ 
longs in 1:11.21. He paid $51 
for the win. 

Queens Plaza, another 
longshot, scored her first stakes 
victory on September 4 in the 
Sorority. The race took a tragic 
turn when Paragon Queen suf¬ 
fered a fatal injury. Queens 
Plaza and Paragon Queen were 
dueling for the lead down the 
backstretch when Paragon 
Queen fell. 

Queens Plaza went on to 
a three and a quarter-length 
win over Dance Away Capote, 
completing the six furlongs in 
1:11.73. 

American Freedom beat 
stablemate and half-brother 
Freedom’s Honor by a half- 
length in the $100,000 Jersey 
Breeders’ Turf Highweight 
Handicap, to brighten a tough 
season for trainer Jamie Wood- 
ington. 

The Jersey Breeders was one 
of five stakes that Monmouth 
Park presented on August 29 
as part of the second annual 
New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival. The entire 11 -race 
program, which drew 14,066 
fans, featured races exclusively 
for New Jersey-breds. 

The Jersey Breeders was 
a rare opportunity for local 
state-breds to run in restricted 
company on grass. It was a 
spot Woodington had been 
awaiting all season. 

‘‘Thank goodness for New 
Jersey turf,” said Woodington, 
who had won only two of 41 
starts at the meet. 

American Freedom appre¬ 
ciated the class drop. The 
122-pound highweight in the 
field of 12 had run diree times 
this season in open stakes at 
Monmouth and was winless 
against tough grass runners 
like Burning Roma, Megan tic. 


Monmouth after an absence of 
more than a decade. The jump¬ 
ers contested a major event: 
the Grade 2 $75,000 Metcalf 
Memorial Steeplechase at two 
and a half miles over National 
fences. 

The race, won by Sur La 
Tete, was one of the final preps 
for the $175,000 Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase-NSAl on Octo¬ 
ber 23 at Far Hills, N.J. 

Sur La Tete scored by 11% 
lengths over Tres Touche, who 
earher this season won the 
Grade 1 New York Turf Writers 
Cup at Saratoga. 

Monmouth had last run a 
steeplechase event in 1992, and 
was the home of the Midsum¬ 
mer Hurdle Handicap from 
1951 to ’86. The Metcalf was a 
fixture at the Monmouth County 
Hunt Races until that meet was 
discontinued in 1995. 

The $150,000 Boiling 
Springs Stakes-G3, a former 
fixture at the Meadowlands, 
was the final graded stakes on 
the flat at Monmouth. Peter 
Karches’s homebred Seducer’s 
Song, trained by Christophe 
Clement, prevailed by a half- 
length in the race for 3-year-old 
filhes on the turf on September 
12. She was taking a steep class 
drop, having run fourth in the 
Grade 1 Del Mar Oaks in her 
previous start. 

“She’s a nice filly and I got 
her this morning,” said Brian 
Ange, the Monmouth assis¬ 
tant trainer for Clement. “Joe 
[Bravo] rode her beautifully. He 
knows the turf course well, and 
had her in the perfect spot. In 
California, she was right up 
on the leaders, but Joe put her 
where she belongs.” 

Seducer’s Song ran the mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:45.66. 

The final portion of the 
Monmouth season traditionally 
feamres the track’s $100,000 
2-year-old stakes: the Grade 3 
Sapling and Sorority. 

Evil Minister ralhed to 
beat Park Avenue Ball by three- 
quarters of a length and post 
an upset in the Saphng on 
August 28.

Richetta, the only filly and 
the only stakes winner in the 
field, went to the lead and 
appeared formidable at the 
head of the lane. But Class 
Concern and Please Smile 
hooked her and went on about 
their own battle. 

Class Concern and Richard 
Boucher held sway over Please 
Smile by a head. Richetta was 
three-quarters of a length back 
in third. Class Concern, a 3- 
year-old gelding, is trained by 


Lilith Boucher, whose husband 
Richard Boucher was aboard 
for the victory. The son of 
Concern finished fifth in the 
Virginia Derby-G3 in July and 
was off the board in two tries 
at Saratoga before the Finney.

A week after Class Concern 
was the star, jockey Ryan Fogel- 
songer won six races on the 
September 18 card, including 
the $150,000 John D. Schapiro 
Memorial Breeders' Cup 
Handicap aboard Michael Gill's 
Lusty Latin. 

Trained by Mark Shuman, 
Lusty Latin won the off-the- 
mrf stakes by four and a half 


lengths over Foufa's Warrior, 
with Pay the Preacher third 
in the strung-out field of five. 
Turf dynamos Dr. Kashnikow, 
Tam's Terms, Move Those 
Chains, Hotstufanthensome 
and Lady of the Future 
scratched when the race came 
off the grass and moved to 
the main track. One who 
remained was odds-on favorite 
Mr O'Brien (Ire), who trailed 
in last. 

Lusty Latin had longshot 
players hning up when he ran in 
the 2002 Kentucky Derby for 
Californian trainer Jeff Mullins. 
He finished 15th and was in the 
midst of an on-again, off-again 
career when Gill claimed him 
last year. He won two of three 
allowance races at Saratoga this 
summer. 


Fogelsonger also scored 
with So Good, Rush to Glory, 
Red Ribbons, Mike the Navy 
Man and Brilliant Peaks. Two 
of the victories were for Dale 
Capuano, who was fresh off 
winning the Pimhco summer 
meet (his ninth straight title 
at Pimlico) and quickly ahead 
in the fall standings.

Dispatched as the 1-2 
choice in the field of seven, the 
dark bay or brown colt stalked 
the early pace set by 23-1 Hey 
Jarred and 10-1 Lord Salvatore, 
then angled out at the head 
of the lane and quickly pulled 
away to post a length and a half 
victory, timed in 1:40.93. 

Killenaule is owned by 
Michael Tabor and trained by 
Todd Pletcher. He broke his 
maiden by six and a quarter

W ord was out on Sunday, 
September 12 that 
John Servis was about 
to unveil a promising 2-year- 
old named Rockport Harbor, 
rumored to be nearly as fast as 
Smarty Jones. 

The bu 22 spread from the 
backstretch to the grandstand, 
and by the time Rockport 
Harbor, a son of Unbridled’s 
Song out of stakes winner 
Regal Miss Copelan, entered 
the starting gate, his odds had 
been hammered to 1-5 in the 
10-horse field. The fact that 
Smarty’s regular rider, Stewart 
EUiott, came in from Mon¬ 
mouth Park for the one mount 
at Philadelphia only added to 
Rockport Harbor’s mystique. 

The gray ran to his backing, 
shooting to the lead from the 
break from his outside post 
position and, never seriously 
challenged, galloping under 
the wire nearly nine lengths in 
front with Elliott looking back 
for the competition. Time was 
1:05.06 for the five and a half 
furlongs. 

Servis selected Rockport 
Harbor at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale and 
purchased him for |470,000 
on behalf of Rick Porter’s Fox 
HiU Farms, Inc. 

‘‘He was on my short hst 
from day one,” said Servis. 
“He has a huge stride and 
he’s very fast. But he’s much 
more relaxed than Smarty was. 
Smarty was very racey—this 
colt just takes a httle hold in the 
mornings and he’s very easy to 
handle.” 










Servis said he beheves 
Rockport Harbor will stretch 
out successfully, and is eyeing 
several stakes at Aqueduct this 
fall and winter for him. 

Owner Billy Everett was 
scanning the entries for the 
Northampton Fair on Septem¬ 
ber 10 when he spotted a famil¬ 
iar name—that of 32-time win¬ 
ner Nimble. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said 
Everett, who has horses with 
a number of trainers, includ¬ 
ing Bob Mosco at Philadelphia 
Park and Ron Dandy at Suffolk 
Downs. “I hadn’t seen him in 
a while, and it really bothered 
me to see that, at age 12, he 
was racing there. He made a lot 
of people a lot of money and I 
decided that it just wasn’t right 
for him to be competing at the 
bottom.” 

Everett called Dandy at 
Suffolk and asked him to try to 
reach Nimble’s current owner/ 
trainer, Leigh S. Magadini. 

“I said, ‘Give her whatev¬ 
er she wants for the horse,’” 
Everett remembered. The price 
was $2,500, and Everett then 
contacted several of Nimble’s 
former owners and trainers 
and got together the money. 

Those who chipped in to 
buy back Nimble were trainers 
Steve Krebs and Scott Lake, 
plus owners Eric and Gregg 


Fral (E & G Stable), Jack J. 
Armstrong, and Everett. 

Everett said that Nimble, 
who earned $478,637 from 
110 starts, including two stakes, 
wasn’t in the greatest condi¬ 
tion. 

“He’d had multiple throat 
operations, and his ankles are 
huge,” said Everett. “But he’s 
going to have a hfe of leisure 
now.” 

Everett contacted the Thor¬ 
oughbred Retirement Founda¬ 
tion, which agreed to take the 
gelding and give him a home 
for the rest of his hfe. 

The remarkable come¬ 
back of Bryce Taylor’s Power 
Perfect is over. The 7-year-old 
daughter of Power of Mind 
went out a winner—taking a 
$23,000 allowance / optional 
claiming sprint on the grass on 
September 21—^but needed the 
horse ambulance to take her 
back to the barn. 

In 2001, Power Perfect was 
retired after bowing a tendon, 
and the Taylors—father Robert 
Taylor does the training for 
his son Bryce—^bred her. She 
produced a foal, but economic 
hardships pressed Taylor into 
putting Power Perfect back 
into training this spring, and 
she won her second start back 
on June 19, a five-furlong aUow- 
ance/optional claiming test on 


the turf She returned three 
weeks later to win a $24,780 
allowance, also at five furlongs 
on the grass. 

On September 21, Power 
Perfect raUied wide under jock¬ 
ey Devon Anderson and held 
off a stubborn Our Httle Lucy 
to prevail by a head in :57.98. 
Her career record stands at 
six wins from 19 starts and 
$110,402. 

Since being claimed for 
$4,000 by Victory Thorough¬ 
breds and trainer Ramon Pr eci- 
ado on July 13, Susie’s Poker 
has done nothing but land in 
the winner’s circle. In his first 
start for Preciado, he defeated 
$10,000 types by a neck on 
August 21 at six furlongs, then 
walloped a starter allowance 
field on September 13 by lOV^ 
lengths, covering the mile and 
70 yards in 1:43.12. Both were 
under apprentice Frankie Pen¬ 
nington. 

A 5-year-old gelded son of 
Migrating Moon, Susie’s Poker 
has won seven of 40 lifetime 
starts and $181,484. 

Preciado, brother of top 
Philadelphia trainer Guadalupe 
Preciado, is having a banner 
year in his own right. Through 
racing of September 26, the 
native of Mexico had won 40 
races from 168 starts, a win¬ 
ning rate of 28 percent. ^

TIMONIUM’S

R acing in Maryland took 
its annual road trip for 
Timonium’s eight-day fair 
meet, between August 28 and 
September 6. CaU up the tour¬ 
ist board and post a snappy 
paragraph on its travel guide. It 
would read something hke: 

Five-eighths-mile track, tight 
turns. Horses may run past a Ferris 
wheel on the final turn. Speed is not 
required but highly recommended, 
either going long or short. Fans will 
enjoy the country atmosphere while 
viewing up-clooooose action. 

Two Maryland-bred Fund 
stakes, the Alma North and the 
Taking Risks, buoyed the short 
condition book. Speed decided 
both. 


V eteran jockey Larry 

Reynolds registered his 
3,000th career victory in 
the first race at Timonium on 
August 29. 

Charles Town fans had 
looked forward to savoring this 
moment with a man who has 
meant so much to the local 
racing scene. But maybe it was 
fitting that Maryland and West 
Virginia share in this milestone, 
because most of Larry's racing 
career has been divided be tween 
the neighboring states. 

A 34-year-old native of 
Wilhamsport, Md., Reynolds 
grew up as the son of a suc¬ 
cessful rider, Larry Reynolds 
Sr., and knew at an early age 
that his pedigree would be 
tough to ignore. 

‘T had a reasonably normal 
childhood, except that my daily 


curriculum of reading, writing 
and arithmetic included rac¬ 
ing,” Reynolds said. 

He rode his first winner at 
16 in Billings, Mont., in 1986. 
The next year his apprentice¬ 
ship started at Charles Town. 
He and his wife, the former 
Lori Strickland, met at the 
race track in 1989, when she 
embarked upon a career as a 
jockey at Charles Town. 

The couple has four chil¬ 
dren: Cody, 12; Austin, 10; Ty, 
8; and Caton, 4, aU of whom 
seem to have a namral pen¬ 
chant for racing, and the script 
may be in the making for the 
next generation of Reynoldses 
to appear in the winner's circle. 

Larry expressed his grati¬ 
tude to trainers who helped 
him reach the 3,000-win mark, 
especially Eddie Householder, 


Jeff Runco and George 
Yetsook. In Maryland, the list 
is extensive, but two trainers 
stand out—Ronald Cartwright, 
a staunch supporter and men¬ 
tor, and Graham Motion, who 
gave Larry the opportunity to 
ride many quality horses. 

Larry occasionally suffers 
from intense migraines, and 
due to their debilitating impact, 
has curtailed the number of 
mounts he accepts. 

Like a superstar relegated 
to a pinch-hitters role, Larry 
has graciously adjusted to his 
diminished capacity. His extra 
time is devoted to his family, 
and his role as a Jockeys' Guild 
representative. ^ 



Ribbon Cane has more 
speed than Randy Moss head¬ 
ing for the end zone. The 5- 
year-old daughter of Allen's 
Prospect led the eight-horse 
Alma North field by a length, 
stretched it to three and won 
by seven for her 10th career 
victory. Travis Dunkelberger 
handled the winner who bested 
Spirited Game and Glory of 
Love. 

The $50,000 stakes on 
September 4 was the seventh 
victory for Ribbon Cane in her 


last eight starts. Owned and 
bred by Carey Miller and trained 
by Gary Capuano, Ribbon Cane 
is a daughter of the Miller's star 
homebred Angelina County. 

‘Angelina County was the 
greatest thing we ever had,” 
Miller said of the daughter of 
RoUicking who was champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old fiUy 
in 1987. “This one is just about 
to equal her. Angelina hked to 
come from behind, but Ribbon 
Cane doesn't want anybody to 
pass her. She bides her time up 


there. When something comes 
to her she pulls away. I don't 
know how long she'll want to 
do it, but she'll tell us.” 

Ribbon Cane will then go 
back to Carey and Jack Miller's 
195-acre Millrace Farm in 
Montgomery County. They 
have about 25 horses, includ¬ 
ing eight broodmares. But the 
number grows often. 

“I keep getting horses back 
that we had in the past. They 
start coming down the line. I 
can't stand it and go and get 
them,” Carey Miller said. “One 
day this will become a retire¬ 
ment farm for retired horses. 
As well as retired people— 
we're both 80. But I'm still 
going strong.” 

Ribbon Cane loves to win. 
She won the Alma North last 
year as well and is now hom¬ 
ing in on $300,000 in career 
earnings. Not bad for a breed¬ 
ing operation that started when 
Carey Miller decided she was 
too old to ride—and bought a 
mare and foal from her neigh¬ 
bor in downtown Potomac. 

“That was it. I got hooked,” 
Miller said. “We've had lots of 
fun.” 
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The same could be said 
for the Horning family, who 
mobbed the winner’s circle 
after Captain Chessie won 
the Taking Risks Stakes on 
closing day. 

Owned and bred by Carol 
Horning-Woerhle and trained 
by her son Larry Horning, 
Captain Chessie decided 
the $50,000 stakes by—^you 
guessed it—speed. The 5-year- 
old son of Summer Squall, rid¬ 
den by Greg Hutton, produced 
the most prohfic early foot 
and drew off to win by four 
lengths over Pohsh Pride and 
Conservation. 

‘Tt was a good time, a lot of 
the family was there,” Horning 
said, ‘dtwas our first homebred 
to win a stakes. Three brothers 
were there with their families. 
We had stroUers in the winner’s 
circle; we were pretty much 
spread across the track. It was 
hke the Beverly HiUbiUies. It 
was great.” 

One of eight children, Larry 
followed his father’s footsteps 
into racing and became a train¬ 


er in 1980. He has four horses 
at Bowie, including Captain 
Chessie and his 2-year-old half- 
brother Terrific Tom. The vic¬ 
tory pushed Captain Chessie’s 
career numbers to seven wins 
from 27 starts and earnings of 
$197,325. 

‘‘He broke his maiden by 
11, and I had some pretty 
big offers to sell him, but he 
chipped a knee in the [maid¬ 
en] race,” Horning said. “He’s 
always been pretty honest and 
since we cut him [last fall], he’s 
been more tractable. He won at 


Charles Town, and I figured if 
he liked the sharp mrns there, 
then Timonium would sure suit 
him.” 

Captain Chessie is the fifth 
foal out of the Hornings’ only 
broodmare. Poppy’s Passion. 
Larry’s father purchased 
Poppy’s Passion, a daughter 
of Miswaki, as a yearling at 
Keeneland in 1987. She ran 
only three times but won twice 
before injuries forced her to 
the broodmare barn, where 
she’s produced four winners, 
including Captain Chessie. 


“My dad got into racing in 
’69,” Horning said. “He and I 
were in on this mare and he 
died in ’91 and the family just 
kept this mare. We don’t have 
any fillies, so I sure hope we 
get another mare out of her. 
I’m leaning toward [breeding 
her to] MedagHa d’ Oro, but 
I’m sure I’ll get in an argument 
with my brother Michael.” 

Poppy’s Passion is board¬ 
ed at Laurie and Jerry Cal¬ 
houn’s Summer Wind Farm 
in Libertytown, Md. Her 
daughter Miss Pop Cam, by 
Carnivalay, earned $61,934 and 
finished second in the Grade 3 
Boiling Springs Handicap and 
Candy Eclair Stakes after being 
claimed from the Hornings. 
Poppy’s Passion produced a 
colt by Awesome Again in May 
and did not get in foal when 
bred to Disco Rico. 

As for next year, well, 
Michael and Larry will try to 
agree on that date. ^ 


PENN NATIONAL 
IS HOME TO 
SECOND- 
WINNINGEST 
RUNNER IN 
THE NATION

S Hck 1 Racing’s Migwaki 
is not only the winningest 
horse at Penn National, 
but he’s tied for second nation¬ 
ally. 

An 8-year-old gelded son of 
Miswaki—Love From the Air, 
by Deputy Minister, Migwaki 
registered his eighth victory 
from nine starts this year when 
he took a $10,400 starter allow¬ 
ance event at Penn National on 
September 18. 

Under Vladimir Diaz, Mig¬ 
waki opened a five-length lead 
in the stretch in the mile and 
three-sixteenth test, then held 
on to prevail by a length as the 
favorite. The $6,240 he earned 
pushed his 2004 earnings to 
$45,964. 

Only Tender Offer (Ire) has 
won more races than Migwaki 
this year, with nine victories 
from 12 starts. 


Migwaki is trained by Penn’s 
leading conditioner, Bruce 
Kravets, who leads Harry 
Thompson by 20 victories— 
94 to 74—through racing of 
September 26. Kravets ranks 
16th nationally by number of 
wins, having won 111 races 
from 686 starts at tracks in the 
Mid-Atlantic region. 

Kravets’s son, Justin Krav¬ 
ets, one of the top riders at 
Penn National and Charles 
Town, began tiding in Septem¬ 
ber on the southern California 
circuit, enlisting former rider 
and TVG commentator Corey 
Black as his agent. 

Black said he received a 
“glowing report” from trainer 
Scott Lake, who was formerly 
based at Penn National and 
considers the elder Kravets one 
of his mentors, about rider 


Kravets, and decided to take 
his book. 

Kravets, 21, has won more 
than 700 races in his career. 

A field of 10 grizzled cam¬ 
paigners faced the starter on 
September 25 in a rare two- 
furlong dash, which was run 
under starter allowance condi¬ 
tions and carried a purse of 
$8,400. When the dust settled 
:20.91 seconds after the start¬ 
ing gate opened, it was Stevark 
Stable’s Pensglitter, under 
jockey Wilham Otero, who 
was the winner by a length 
and a half, leading from flag- 
fall to finish for trainer Bruce 
Kravets. 

Pensglitter is a 7-year-old 
son of Pentelicus out of the 
Ghtterman mare Ghttering- 
keepsake. #

D omestic Dispute, the 
top 2004 earner for the 
14th- ranked sire in the 
nation, Unbridled’s Song, will 
retire at the end of the year 
to stand at Northview StaUion 
Station in Chesapeake City, 
Md. Currently racing for his 
owners David Bienstock, Paul 
Mandabach and Chuck Winner, 
the 4-year-old chestnut is in the 
process of being syndicated. 
His fee has been set for $5,000 
hve foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses, pending the 
outcome of his final races. 

Domestic Dispute has earn¬ 
ings of $703,115 from 20 life¬ 
time starts (through the first 
week of October). Two of his 
three victories came in Grade 2 
races at Santa Anita—the Santa 
Catalina Stakes at 3, and this 
year’s Strub Stakes, and his five 
placings include four in graded 
company. 

At 2, he was second to 
Toccet (upon the disqualifica¬ 
tion of KaRvain) in the mile 
and a sixteenth Hollywood 


Fumtity-Gl. Earher that sea¬ 
son, after winning a six-furlong 
maiden special weight at Del 
Mar, he finished second in the 
Sunny Slope Stakes to Only 
the Best. 

Domestic Dispute’s sopho¬ 
more debut saw him score a 
decisive three-length victory 
in the mile and a sixteenth 
Santa Catalina Stakes over Our 
Bobby V. and Scrimshaw, and 
launched him on the Triple 
Crown trail. He was third, 
behind Scrimshaw and Eye 
of the Tiger, in the Grade 2 
Lexington Stakes at Keeneland 
in his final start prior to an 
unplaced effort in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl. 

This season has been a 
career best for Domestic 
Dispute, netting him $413,428 
from six starts. 

His victory in the $300,000 
mile and an eighth Strub Stakes 
came at the expense of During, 
Midas Eyes, Eye of the Tiger, 
Toccet and Buddy Gil, among 
others. That effort prompted 


his owners to send him to 
Dubai for the World Cup-Gl, 
in which he finished sixth of 
12 . 

Domestic Dispute has made 
three starts since his Dubai trip, 
with two placings in graded 
stakes. He finished a close sec¬ 
ond in the Del Mar Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G2, missing by 
a nose to Supah Blitz in the 
one-mile event while defeating 
During, and he was second 
to Kela in the seven-furlong 
Pat O’Brien Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G2 while defeating 
top sprinter Pico Central (Brz). 

‘‘Northview has finally 
found the outcross stallion that 
we have been looking for,” said 


North view’s managing part¬ 
ner Richard Golden. From the 
classic sire line of Fappiano 
and Unbridled, Domestic 
Dispute is out of the Northern 
Dancer-hne mare Majestical 
Moment (by Magesterial), who 
produced only two foals before 
her death. 

Majestical Moment, a grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed winner of 
$135,959, was a half-sister to 
La Canada Stakes-G2 winner 
and multiple Grade 1-placed 
Dianes Halo and stakes win¬ 
ner Pugnacious. The female 
line traces back to Mysterious 
East (Domestic Dispute’s fifth 
dam), a full sister to Native 
Dancer.

Wilham Solomon’s 
homebred 2-year-old 
gelding Online Degree, a 
son of freshman sire Pin Stripe, 
scored an eye-catching victory 
on October 6 at Penn National 
to become his sire’s first win¬ 
ner. 

Allowed to dictate the pace 
in the six-furlong maiden race. 
Online Degree drew off to win 
by 11% lengths. Trained by 


Dennis Mills, Pennsylvania- 
bred Online Degree is out of 
Zany Zanna (Ire), a daughter of 
Irish-bred Petorius. 

Pin Stripe, an 8-year-oId 
winning son of Mr. Prospector, 
stands at Solomon’s Pin Oak 
Lane Farm in New Freedom, 
Pa. The bay stallion has 10 foals 
in his first crop. 

Out of Grade 1 winner Too 
Chic, Pin Stripe is a full brother 


to champion handicap mare 
Queena ($565,024, Maskette 
S-Gl, Ruffian H-Gl, Ballerina 
S-Gl, etc.) and Chic Shitine 
($237,944, Ashland S-Gl, etc.). 
Both of his sisters are graded 
stakes producers. Queena is the 
dam of Hollywood Derby-Gl 
winner Brahms and Tempted 
Stakes-G3 winner La Reina, 
while Chic Shirine produced 
Grade 2 winners Tara Roma 
(the dam of Go for Wand Han- 
dicap-Gl winner Serra Lake 
and graded stakes-winning Cap- 
puchino) and Waldoboro.

W ill's Way, winner of two 
of racing's most pres¬ 
tigious events—Sara¬ 
toga's Travers Stakes and Whit¬ 
ney Handicap—has moved to 
Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., for 2005. The 
11-year-old syndicated stal- 
hon, who formerly stood at 
Brookdale Farm in Kentucky, 
is offered for $3,500 hve foal, 
payable when the foal stands 
and nurses. 

Will's Way has three crops 
of racing age, and is repre¬ 
sented by two stakes winners in 
his first crop—the 4-year-olds 
Lion Tamer and Gang. Lion 
Tamer has amassed $531,140, 
with seven victories—four in 
stakes—^including the Com¬ 
monwealth Breeders' Cup 
Stakes-G2, Hutcheson Stakes- 
G2 and Richter Scale Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G2. 

Gang's three victories 
include Pimhco's Woodlawn 
Stakes at 3. 

Will's Way has sired five 
additional stakes-placed run¬ 
ners, and the earners of more 
than $2.7 million. 


Racing two seasons. Will's 
Way won six of 13 starts, was 
second or third five times, and 
banked $954,400. His two stakes 
scores came at the highest level. 
He defeated Louis Quatorze, 
Skip Away and Editor's Note 
when winning the Travers 
Stakes-Gl, and came back the 
following year to again hand 
defeat to Skip Away, as weU 
as to Formal Gold, Editor's 
Note and Pyramid Peak, when 
taking the Grade 1 Whimey. 
In that race. Will's Way earned 
a Beyer speed figure of 126 
which, until this August, was 
the highest figure earned over 
the past decade. 

In his career debut at 3, 
Will's Way broke his maiden 
going seven furlongs at Gulf- 
stream Park.

M aryland-bred Declan’s 
Moon rocketed into 
the top ranks of the 
nation’s 2-year-olds while win¬ 
ning the Del Mar Futurity-G2 
on September 8 at Del Mar. 

Declan’s Moon’s victory as 
second choice behind West 
Coast sensation Roman Ruler 
at odds of 6.2-1, was no sur¬ 
prise to those who have fol¬ 
lowed him throughout his 
young hfe. 

Bred by Brice and Mary 
Anne Ridgely of Spring 
Meadow Farm in CooksviUe, 
Md., Declan’s Moon (by for¬ 
mer Maryland stallion Malibu 
Moon) caught the eye of trainer 
Barclay Tagg, serving as judge 
at the 2003 Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association Yearling 
Show. Tagg pinned the colt 


(now a gelding) first in his class 
over 22 rivals. 

As part of agent Bill Reight- 
ler’s consignment at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale, Declan’s Moon 
brought $125,000—the fifth- 
highest price at that burgeon¬ 
ing auction. 

‘‘He exuded class,” said 
Reightler. 

Declan’s Moon campaigns 
for his purchasers at the sale, 
Californians Mace and Saman¬ 
tha Siegel, under the banner of 
their Jay Em Ess Stable. Two 
days before Declan’s Moon’s 
Futurity victory, the Siegels 
sent out another Maryland- 
bred Eastern Fall Yearling sale 
graduate. Love of Money, to 
win the Pennsylvania Derby- 
G2. Love of Money (by leading 



Mid-Atlantic sire Not For 
Love) was purchased by the 
Siegels at the 2002 yearling auc¬ 
tion for $70,000. 

Declan’s Moon made his 
debut for the Siegels and trainer 
Ron EUis on July 31. The out¬ 
come of that five and a half¬ 
furlong maiden special weight 
was a frontrunning, five-length 
score that made Declan’s Moon 
a strong candidate for the 
seven-furlong Futurity. 

Declan’s Moon battled hard 
through the stretch and pre¬ 
vailed by a head over Roman 
Ruler in a spectacular time of 
1:21.29. Declan’s Moon earned 


a Beyer speed figure of 107, the 
highest of any 2-year-old in the 
country this year. Becoming a 
graded stakes winner in only his 
second outing, he has earned 
$179,400. 

The Ridgelys bred Declan’s 
Moon from the Norquestor 
mare Vee Vee Star, who car¬ 
ried their colors to a third- 
place finish in the 1999 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 won by 
SdverbuUetday 

Declan’s Moon’s half-broth¬ 
er Dave’s Jet (by Unbridled Jet) 
sold for $70,000 at this year’s 
Eastern Fall sale. The mare has 
a Parmer’s Hero weanling colt. 


PARK AVENUE BALL 
STARS IN BELMONT’S 
FUTURITY STAKES-G2 


T he time was slow—a mile 
in a tepid 1:38.84—but 
his victory in Belmont’s 
Futurity Stakes-G2 on Septem¬ 
ber 19 put New Jersey-bred 
Park Avenue Ball on the fast 
track to stardom. 

The chesmut son of Mary¬ 
land stallion Citidancer domi¬ 


nated his five rivals, drawing 
off to score by three lengths 
in the coveted race for 2-year- 
olds, which this year was in its 
115th running. 

Park Avenue Ball’s next start 
was expected to be the Cham¬ 
pagne Stakes-G1 at Belmont 
on October 9. 
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Park Avenue Ball races as 
a homebred for Charles and 
Marianne Hesse, long-promi¬ 
nent New Jersey owners and 
breeders who use the nom 
de course Char-Mari Stable. 
He is a great-grandson of 


the first horse Charles Hesse 
owned, Southern Special (by 
Specialmante), purchased as a 
yearling in 1972. 

Trained by Jim Ryerson, 
Park Avenue Ball made his first 
three starts, leading up to the 


Futurity, at Monmouth Park. 
He went undefeated in his first 
two tries, scoring by five lengths 
at first asking in a maiden spe¬ 
cial weight on July 15 against 
state-breds, and remrning to 
a dayhght victory as odds-on 
favorite in the Tyro Stakes on 
July 31. His lone defeat came 
in the Sapling Stakes-G3, in 
which he was second, three- 
quarters of a length behind 
Evil Minister (who finished 
third in the Fumrity). 

From his first four starts. 
Park Avenue Ball bankrolled 
$263,600. 

Hesse, who lives in Leonar¬ 
do, N.J., has a road building 
and sand and gravel business 
near Monmouth Park. He and 
his wife have had major suc¬ 
cess with auction purchases, 
on their own and in parmer- 


ship, including Storm Tower, 
Feasibility Study and Unbridled 
Jet, who campaigned for the 
Double H Stable of Marianne 
Hesse and Norma Hess. The 
Hesses continue to own several 
breeding rights in Unbridled 
Jet, a son of Unbridled who 
stands at Country Life Farm in 
Bel Air, Md. 

Park Avenue Balks dam 
Road to the Ball (by Cahill 
Road) was not a potential mate 
for Unbridled Jet—since their 
sires are full brothers. So the 
Hesses chose another Country 
Life stallion, Citidancer. 

Park Avenue BaU was foaled 
at Frances Purdey’s Greenfields 
farm in Colts Neck, N.J., where 
the Hesses board several of 
their 14-member broodmare 
band.

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BILL FOR ELIMINATION OF 30 PERCENT WITHHOLDING 
ON FOREIGN WAGERS PASSES HOUSE AND SENATE 
- GOES TO PRESIDENT FOR SIGNATURE 

By a margin 69-17-1, the U.S. Senate on October 11 passed the Foreign Sales 
Corporation (FSC) bill, which includes a measure that would repeal the 
30 percent alien withholding requirements and allow the domestic horse racing 
industry to further export its product to foreign markets. The FSC bill passed the 
U.S. House of Representatives on October 7 by a vote of 280-141. The bill now goes 
to the President for his signature. The President has 10 days (excluding Sundays) after 
receipt of the bill to sign the measure into law. The White House has indicated it will 
not oppose the legislation. 

The primary focus of the FSC legislation is to repeal subsidies for U.S. exports 
that the World Trade Organization (WTO) has deemed illegal. Key supporters of 
the Thoroughbred industry in Congress included language in the bill that would 
eliminate the 30 percent withholding tax that foreigners would pay on winnings 
for parimutuel wagers into U.S. pools. The 30 percent withholding effectively 
precludes common pooling by foreign countries into U.S. wagering pools. 

“This is a significant step in expanding the international market for American 
Thoroughbred racing,” said National Thoroughbred Racing Association 
(NTRA) Commissioner D.G. Van Chef Jr., “We are grateful to the NTRA 
members who have helped make this possible by contributions to the 
NTRAs Legislative Action Campaign and Pohtical Action Committee.” 

“The elimination of the 30 percent withholding has been one of our main 
legislative priorities for the last two years,” said NTRA president Greg Avioli, 
who heads the NTRAs political initiatives. “Opening new markets and increasing 
international common pooling will benefit NTRA member tracks and horsemen.” 

NTRA officials expect that the elimination of the 30 percent withholding will help 
open the $85 billion international market for horse racing to U.S. common pooling. 

If 5 percent of that were to enter U.S. pools, another $4.25 billion in handle and 
some $135 million in commissions would be realized by domestic racing interests. 

In addition to eliminating the 30 percent withholding, the FSC bill 
contains provisions to eliminate a series of tariffs on a variety of exports 
to the European Union, including horses. The tariffs began in March 
at 5 percent and have increased 1 percent each month since.

The NTRA exists to do two things...to increase the popularity of horseracing and improve economic conditions in the industry. 
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It's not an exaggeration to say that Bob 
Manfuso, 66, has been involved with every 
aspect of Maryland racing over the past two 
decades. 

Manfuso, now in his sixth term as an MHBA 
director, and the MHBA's secretary-treasur¬ 
er since 2001, is a partner with Katy Voss in 
Chanceland Farm, one of the state's top sales 
agenting facilities. 

A long-successful breeder and owner, Man¬ 
fuso has been represented by numerous stakes 
winners, including the top-class filly Belterra 
(by Unbridled), who won the Grade 2 Golden 
Rod Stakes at 2 in 2001 and returned the fol¬ 
lowing season to finish third in the Ashland 
Stakes-Gl and Bonnie Miss Stakes-G2. 

Manfuso and his brother Tom were part¬ 
ners with Frank De Francis in the ownership 
of Laurel Park and Pimlico in the 1980s, and 
sold their interest a few years after De Francis's 
death in 1989. 

Before his days as a track owner began, 
Manfuso had an active role with the local 
horsemen's group—then the Horsemen's Be¬ 
nevolent and Protective Association—^and 
briefly served as the local HBPA's elected pres¬ 
ident (until the deal to purchase Laurel was 
completed). He may be the only person ever 
to have held both positions—as a track owner 
and horsemen's elected leader. 

Manfuso has long been active on a national 
level, and is a former director Hollywood Park, 
and current board member of Breeders' Cup 
Ltd. 

He was introduced to the racing business 
by his father, the late John A. Manfuso Sr., who 
bred and raced horses for many years from his 
Osufnam Farm in Westminster and was a one¬ 
time national president of the HBPA. 

Manfuso grew up in Chevy Chase, Md., 
as one of six children, and graduated from 
Princeton University before going to work for 
Burton Parsons Pharmaceutical, a company

founded by his father and specializing in eye 
care products. 

Sales and marketing were Manfuso's do¬ 
main at the company, until it was sold to Nes¬ 
tle in 1979. "I always made sure to visit the lo¬ 
cal race tracks during all my travels," Manfuso 
once said of his work with the pharmaceutical 
company. "So over the years I actually got to 
see the vast majority of race tracks in the U.S." 

As one of the leaders of the MHBA, Man¬ 
fuso now devotes a significant amount of his 
time to furthering the mission of the Mary- 
land-bred Fund, while Maryland undergoes 
tremendous competitive pressure from sur¬ 
rounding states. 

Said Manfuso: "During the last 14 or 15 
years, there has been virtually no increase in 
revenue to the Fund. Maryland has a won¬ 
derful history with Thoroughbreds, but right 
now it's like a Mercedes-Benz running without 
fuel." ^ 

















Jack Vordemberge made it his 
business to find the right fit 



John L. (Jack) Vordem¬ 
berge, a noted equestrian and 
third-generation proprietor of 
Vordemberge Saddlery Inc., 
died September 25 of heart 
failure. He was 64. 

Mr. Vordemberge, widely 
known and revered through¬ 
out the Maryland horse 
industry, was honored as the 
Maryland Horse Council's 
horseman of the year in 1998 


and the Maryland Horse 
Shows Association's horse¬ 
man of the year in 1999. 

A longtime honorary whip¬ 
per-in with Wilbur Hubbard's 
Kent County Hounds, Mr. 
Vordemberge developed his 
skills as a rider during his 
student years at McDonogh 
School, then a military acade¬ 
my, from which he graduated 
in 1958. One of the first in the 
country to achieve "A" Pony 
Club status, Mr. Vordemberge 
was captain of the McDonogh 
cavalry, and trained with the 
U.S. Equestrian Team under 
Captain Bert de Nemethy. He 
also earned the coveted Git- 
tings horsemanship award 
sponsored by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Mr. Vordemberge served 
in the Army in the early 1960s 
as a computer specialist at the 
Pentagon, then earned a bach¬ 
elor's degree in animal hus¬ 
bandry from the University 
of Maryland, College Park, in 
1969. 


From there, Mr. Vordem¬ 
berge went to work for the 
company that had been es¬ 
tablished by his grandather, 
Louis Matthew Vordemberge, 
in 1886. 

Located on Madison Ave¬ 
nue at Biddle, in downtown 
Baltimore, Vordemberge's was 
a local landmark along with 
its mascot Frosty Mom —a 
life-sized gray papier mache 
horse who occupied a spot 
outside whenever the store 
was open for business. Frosty 
Mom, who was loaned several 
times for official appearances, 
including President Jimmy 
Carter's inauguration, now 
has a place at the Maryland 
Historical Society. 

Personalized service to 
customers was Vordemberge's 
hallmark. 

"Much of what I use in this 
business is true animal sci¬ 
ence," Mr. Vordemberge said 
in a 1986 interview with The 
Maryland Horse. "My grand¬ 
father, who was active right 


up until two weeks before 
he died at 89, and my father, 
who was part of it all until his 
death in 1978, always said that 
there was no book or business 
course that could cover our 
field. There is so much that has 
to relate directly to the partic¬ 
ular horse and his needs." 

Vordemberge's opened a 
branch store on Greenspring 
Drive in Timonium in 1974, 
and four years later consoli¬ 
dated its operations at that 
site. The business closed in 
2000. 

Mr. Vordemberge then 
worked in the racing office at 
Maryland tracks, and most re¬ 
cently was employed at Valley 
Motors in Timonium. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Charlotte (Boo) Vordemberge, 
who worked with him for 
many years at Vordemberge's, 
and their two sons, John M. 
(Tacker) Vordemberge of Fay¬ 
etteville, N.C., and Louis T. 
(Todd) Vordemberge of Dela¬ 
ware City, Del. ^

Captain Chessie led gate- 
to-wire in the Taking Risks 
Stakes on September 6, turning 
the Maryland Fund race into a 
family celebration for Bowie- 
based trainer Larry Homing 
Jr. and his relatives. 

Captain Chessie, a 5-year- 
old gelded son of Summer 
Squall, is out of the mare Pop¬ 
py's Passion (by Miswaki), who 
was purchased as a yearling at 
the 1987 Keeneland September 
sale by Homing's father, the 
late Larry Horning Sr. 

"She was so fast—I say she 
was too fast for her leg," said 


Homing of Poppy's Passion, 
who repeatedly injured her 
right front leg during a career 
that consisted of only three 
starts—two wins and one sec¬ 
ond. 

Now the only broodmare 
owned by the Horning fam¬ 
ily, Poppy's Passion produced 
Captain Chessie as her fifth 
foal. 

"Captain Chessie is our 
family's first homebred stakes 
winner—and the kind of horse 
my father would have wanted 
to race," said Horning, whose 
father died in 1992. 

The breeder of record is 
Homing Sr.'s widow Carol 
Homing-Woerhle, who admits 
she "owns the horse in name 
only, since Larry handles all 
the details." 

Captain Chessie has come 
into his own since being 
gelded last fall, at 4. "That re¬ 
ally turned him around," said 
Homing. "He was a hyper 
horse who has since become 
much more tractable." 

A knee chip and sore feet 
compromised him earlier in 
his career, but Captain Chessie 
served notice of his class by 



finishing second in the Star de 
Naskra Stakes at 3. 

In his first start as a gelding, 
at Charles Town last Decem¬ 
ber, Captain Chessie scored 
by nearly 15 lengths in a sev¬ 
en-furlong allowance. Since 
April, he has won or placed in 
five of six starts, each at a mile 
and a sixteenth. 

The only non-stakes-win- 
ning starter in a field of five 
for the Taking Risks, Captain 
Chessie was accorded little 
respect next to 2003 Preakness 
contender Cherokee's Boy. But 
he pulled away for a confident 
four-length score, as Chero¬ 
kee's Boy gave way and fin¬ 
ished next to last. Runner-up 
Polish Pride held a two-length 
advantage over third-place 
finisher Conservation, and 
Irish Colony completed the 
field. Captain Chessie carried 
119 pounds (receiving five 
pounds from co-highweights 
Cherokee's Boy and Conser¬ 
vation) and covered the mile 
and a sixteenth in 1:46.65. 

It was Captain Chessie's 
seventh victory from 27 starts 
and boosted his earnings to 
$197,325. 

Poppy's Passion, boarded 
at Laurie and Jerry Calhoun's 
Summer Wind Farm in Lib¬ 
ertytown, Md., is a daughter 
of the famed local mare Ban¬ 
nockburn (by Count Brook). 
Bannockburn, herself a Mary- 
land-bred stakes winner, 
produced 10 foals to race, all 
winners, including graded 
stakes winners Bella Chiarra 
($636,088) and David Copper- 
field ($561,983), stakes winner 
Hollywood Flash, and four 
additional stakes-placed run¬ 
ners. 

Poppy's Passion has pro¬ 
duced one other stakes per¬ 
former—^Miss Pop Cam (1994, 
Carnivalay), who was claimed 
from the Homings and later 
recorded seconds in the Grade 
3 Boiling Springs Handicap 
and Candy Eclair Stakes. 

Horning has high hopes for 
Poppy's Passion's 2-year-old 
colt Terrific Tom (by Southern 
Halo), bred on similar lines as 
David Copper field. 

Poppy's Passion produced 
a colt by Awesome Again in 
May and was bred back to 


Disco Rico, but failed to con¬ 
ceive on a late cover.

Two earned distinction

La Tete, at the Glenwood race 
meet near Middleburg, Va. 

Class Concern (Concern— 
Class Vow, by Spring Double) 
is a great-grandson of Classi¬ 
cality. 

The 4-year-old gelding 
Class Sprite is by Mede Ca- 
haba's longtime stallion Class 
Secret (who died in 2000), 
a son of Secretariat out of 
Classicality's daughter Class 
Wizard, the second dam of 
Class Concern. 

Mede Cahaba owns 16 
broodmares who are boarded 
at three locations: the Herman 
family's Red Oak Farm in Dar¬ 
lington, Md.; Phyllis and Ber¬ 
nard Jones's Smallwood Farm 
in Crozet, Va.; and Mark and 















Lori Brown's Saddle Creek 
Farm in Palmyra, Va. 

Class Concern was foaled 
at Red Oak, where his dam 
Class Vow, a foal of 1986, was 
boarded until her death in 
2003. Class Vow was the dam 
of 10 other named foals, in¬ 
cluding two-time stakes win¬ 
ner Class Yankee ($93,025, 
Oakley S, Brookmeade S) and 
Temple Gwathmey Hurdle 
Stakes third-place finisher 
Class Eminence. 

For racing purposes, the 
offspring of Mede Cahaba's 
mares are leased to a syndi¬ 
cate, Star Ten Stable, of which 
Smith serves as president. 
Smith founded Star Ten Stable 
in 1969, and believes it to be 
the oldest continuously oper¬ 
ated racing syndicate in the 
country. 

Current members, in addi¬ 
tion to Smith, are Sandra E.

an eighth contest for 3-year- 
old Maryland-breds. With his 
regular jockey, the trainer's 
husband Richard Boucher, 
aboard, he rated behind the 
early pace set by the highly 
accomplished Richetta—^the 
odds-on favorite and only fe¬ 
male in the race. 

Class Concern made his 
move entering the stretch and 
held off a strong closing bid 
by Please Smile. Richetta fin¬ 
ished another three-quarters 
of a length back in third. Then 
came Alphabet Storm, Girl's 
Best Friend and Hastego. The 
time was a relatively slow 
1:49.95. Class Concern car¬ 
ried 116 pounds, giving one 
pound to all but Richetta, the 
119-pound highweight. 

The victory pushed Class 
Concern's earnings to $104,083 
from 13 career starts.

Next, in order of fin¬ 
ish, were Experts Only, Shiny 
Sheet, Love You Madly, Allens 
Blessing and Prospect Ends 
Well.

Ribbon Cane led up to the 
Alma North with two stakes

Miller bred from her outstand¬ 
ing race mare Angelina Coun¬ 
ty. A1984 daughter of Rollick¬ 
ing, Angelina County won six 
stakes, including the Honey 
Bee Handicap-G3 and Mary¬ 
land Million Oaks, in 1987, 
earning the title of champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly. 
During her career, she won or 
placed in 10 stakes, and earned 
$340,857. 

Angelina County was also 
the dam of Holiday Ball (1994, 
Black Tie Affair-Ire, $312,424, 
Stormy Blues Breeders' Cup S, 
Lady Dean S, 2nd Monmouth 
Park Breeders' Cup Oaks-G2, 
3rd Black-Eyed Susan S-G2, 
etc.) and Angel Punch (2000, 
Two Punch, $63,670,3rd Mary¬ 
land Juvenile Filly Champion¬ 
ship S). 

Ribbon Cane, with 10 vic¬ 
tories (five stakes wins) in 15 
career starts and earnings of 
$270,998, could soon take over 
the starring broodmare role 
from her dam, who died of 
foaling complications in 2000.

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Newjersey-bred rules 
undergo major changes 


T he Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of 
New Jersey, with the consent of the New 
Jersey Racing Commission, has amended the 
rules for state-breds. 

Horses conceived in New Jersey, by a registered 
New Jersey stallion, will henceforth be eligible to 
compete in New Jersey-bred restricted races and earn 
a breeder award to be determined by the TBANJ. The 
breeder award is initially established at 20 percent. 

“We feel that this rule change will have a positive 
impact on the horse breeding industry in New 
Jersey,” said Mike Campbell, the TBANJ’s executive 
director. “The quantity and quality of New Jersey- 
bred foals should increase, and we look forward to 
bringing in some excellent stallions to stand in New 
Jersey.” 

Joe Jennings, owner of Walnford Stud near 
Allentown, agreed that the change will help to bring 
a higher class of stallions into the state. 

“In turn, it will attract an increased number of 
mares,” Jennings said. 

With the new law that extends eligibility for New 
Jersey-bred awards to horses winning purse money 
in out-of-state races, TBANJ president Michael 
Harrison noted that the state has now made some 
important advancements with its breeding program. 

“It is my hope that New Jersey will once again 
be recognized as a great place to breed and raise 
Thoroughbred horses,” Harrison said. 

The new requirements are as follows: 


New Jersey-bred foals are placed in two categories. 

I. An accredited New Jersey-bred is a horse who is 

a. Registered with The Jockey Club; 

b. Foaled in New Jersey during a period in which 

the mare is considered a resident New Jersey 
mare as defined below; and 

c. Registered with the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 

Association ofNew Jersey with all applicable 
fees paid. 

II. A non-accredited New Jersey-bred foal is a horse 
who is 

a. Registered with The Jockey Club; 

b. Conceived in New Jersey by a New Jersey 

stallion but not foaled in New Jersey; and 

c. Registered with the Thoroughbred Breeders’ 

Association of New Jersey with all applicable 
fees paid. 

A resident New Jersey mare must reside in New 
Jersey continuously from September 1 of the 
year prior to the foaling through the date of 
foaling. A mare purchased at public auction 
subsequent to August 17 of the year prior to 
foaling is considered a resident New Jersey mare 
provided that she commences residence in New 
Jersey within two weeks of her purchase and 
continuously resides in New Jersey through the 
date of foaling. For the purpose of this paragraph, 
public auction is defined as an auction generally 
regarded as a public auction in the Thoroughbred 
horse industry and recognized as the same by 
the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association ofNew 
Jersey.

Monmouth’s Buddy 
Raines Av^ard 



N ew Jersey owner/breeder 

Janet Laszio, of Hunters Run 
Farm in Wall Township, has 
been named the 2004 recipient of the 
Virgil "Buddy” Raines Distinguished 
Achievement Award. 

The Buddy Raines award, 
instituted at Monmouth in 1996, is 
given to members of the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred industry who have 
demonstrated commitment as owners 
or trainers, and who have displayed 
exemplary conduct in the sport. Laszio 
is the ninth recipient of the award. 


"Janet Laszio is certainly a 
deserving winner of the Raines Award,” 
said Bob Kulina, vice-president of 
racing of Monmouth Park. "She is a 
loyal New Jersey owner/breeder, and 
exemplifies what owning race horses is 
all about.” 

The award is named for the late 
trainer who conditioned horses with 
outstanding success for 65 years, and 
was a fixture at Monmouth. 


Park Avenue Ball 
stars in Belmont’s 
Futurity-G2 



N ew Jersey-bred Park Avenue 
Ball established himself as 
one of the top 2-year-olds in 
the country with his three-length upset 
in Belmont Park’s venerable $300,000 
Futurity Stakes-G2 on September 19. 

Bred by longtime New Jersey 
horseman Charles Hesse, and raced in 
the Char-Mari Stable of Hesse and his 
wife Marianne, Park Avenue Ball (by 
Citidancer) settled at the back of the 
field while three horses battled for the 
lead through an opening half-mile in 
:46.88. At the top of the stretch, jockey 
Javier Castellano and Park Avenue Ball 
made a three-wide move and swept 
passed the leaders before opening up 
for the victory. 

"I thought the race was wide open,” 
said winning trainer James Ryerson. "I 


thought he could get a mile if he was 
allowed to settle. The jockey did a great 
job. I was really happy that, down the 
backside, they were four abreast and 
he was covered up. He wanted to get 
back in it, but that first half-mile really 
helped him finish. I knew the horse 
would make his move when he was 
asked.” 

The Futurity Stakes was the third 
victory in four starts for Park Avenue 
Ball, who won the Tyro Stakes and 
finished second in the Sapling Stakes- 
G3, both at Monmouth Park. 

Park Avenue Ball, a third- 
generation homebred, boasts earnings 
of $263,600. 


Upturn wins Friendly 
Lover Handicap 



U pturn scored a decisive victory 
in the $60,000 Friendly Lover 
Handicap on September 19 at 
Monmouth Park. 

The 4-year-old gelding by 
Distorted Humor was up near the 
early pace while five-wide, then moved 
around the early leaders at the top 
of the stretch and drew off for a two 
and three-quarter-length victory. 
Trueamericanspirit was second and 
Dixie Two Thousand finished third in 
the six-furlong stakes for state-breds. 

"My horse broke much sharper 
than I expected and I had a lot of horse 


under me the entire way,” said winning 
rider Eibar Coa. 

Bred by Tee-N-Jay Farm, Upturn 
has now won eight times in 32 starts, 
for earnings just shy of $250,000. 



















T he second annual New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival presented by Malouf Auto Group on 
August 29 at Monmouth Park was a success 
by any measure. 

The day featured 102 New Jersey-breds competing 
in 11 races worth a total of $704,000. The crowd of 
14,066 was the seventh-largest crowd of the meet and 
the total handle of $5,115,435 once again dismissed 
the notion that the betting public does not wager 
on races restricted to New Jersey-breds. The handle 
compared favorably to the $3,705,130 bet on the 
preceding day^s 12-race card and the $2,720,875 
wagered the previous Sunday. 

''Big fields, a large crowd, good betting races 
and great weather,” said Mike Campbell, executive 
director of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey. "The breeders, owners and trainers 
showed tremendous support for the program and we 
are already looking forward to next year and to see 
what we can improve on.”

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BRUSHWOOD MAINTAINS EXCELLENCE WITH CHAMPION RUSSIAN RHYTHM 
AND HER HALF-BROTHER PERFECTPERFORMANCE 


European champion Russian Rhythm and 
her 2-year-old half-brother Perfectperformance, 
a pair of Pennsylvania-breds, are making quite 
a hit for their breeder, Elizabeth Moran's 
Brushwood Stable of Malvern. 

Russian Rhythm (Kingmambo—Balistroika, 
by Nijinsky II), Europe's top 3-year-old filly last 
year with three Group 1 races to her credit, 
was retired in late September after suffering an 
injury while readying for a fall campaign. 

In her only start in 2004, on May 15— 
Preakness day—she won the Group 1 
Juddmonte Lockinge Stakes, the first filly in 20 
years to accomplish this feat. With victories by 
PA-breds in the two most important races in 
that world that day, what an accomplishment 
for Pennsylvania breeding! 

A day after Russian Rhythm's retirement 
was announced, Perfectperformance (Rahy) 
romped home a winner in the $180,410 Royal 
Lodge Stakes-G2 at Ascot for his third win in 
four career starts and second stakes win of the 
season—vaulting him into the elite of England's 
juvenile crop of this year. 

Mrs. Moran bred Balistroika, a foal of 
1988, to the cover of Nijinsky II out of her mare 
Balidaress, herself a producer of four group 
winners in Europe. Although Balistroika never 
made it to the races, she joined the regal band 
of Brushwood broodmares. 


Balistroika has not disappointed in her 
performance there, with six winners from six 
foals to race, including the graded stakes- 
placed Ive Gota Bad Liver (Mt. Livermore), in 
addition to the aforementioned pair. 

Leading English jockey Kieren Fallon, who 
rode Russian Rhythm in all 10 of her races, 
recently told the British Broadcasting Company 
she is definitely one of the best fillies he has 
ever ridden. 

Perfectperformance's racing efforts are 
paralleling his half-sister's, as he is coming 
quickly to hand, with three wins in four starts, 
and 2-year-old earnings of $156,517. His racing 
style points him out as one to watch next year 
when the real racing begins. 

OPS SMILE TO MAUI MEADOW 

Ops Smile, a Grade 1 stakes winner of 
$785,246, will stand the 2005 breeding season 
at the Lyman family's Maui Meadow Farm in 
West Chester as the property of a syndicate. 

From three crops, including 2-year-olds 
of 2004, Ops Smile has sired 24 winners, who 
have earned nearly $850,000, including stakes- 
placed Breanna's Smile and A Queen's Smile. 

Ops Smile won six stakes, including the 
Manhattan H-Gl, getting a mile and a quarter 
on the turf in 1:59, the Dixie S-G2, and the 
Longfellow H-G3. He is a son of Belmont-Gl 








winner Caveat, himself the sire of 39 stakes 
winners, including Awad ($3,270,818), Timely 
Warning ($851,091) and Cefis ($785,314). 

Ops Smile is out of the stakes-winning 
Northern Jove mare Northern Sting, who has 
produced stakes winners Testing ($530,945) 
and Icy Warning ($516,202), herself a stakes 
producer. 


PURSE INCREASES AT PHILADELPHIA 
PARK AND PENN NATIONAL 

Track management and horsemen at 
Philadelphia Park and Penn National have 
reached agreement to increase purses prior to 
the implementation of slot machines at their 
facilities. 

This is being done in order to give local 
owners and trainers an opportunity to boost 
their stables to the quality of competition 
expected once slots are in operation and 
contributing to dramatically increased purse 
levels. 

Philadelphia Park increased all overnights 
$1,000 per race, effective September 1, and it 
is anticipated there will be at least three more 
increases in the coming months, elevating 
purses to $200,000 per day. 

Penn National will add $10,000 to its 
overnight schedule November 1, and another 
$10,000 April 1, which will move its daily purse 
distribution to nearly $100,000. 

Pennsylvania-bred owner bonus money is 
a direct function of parimutuel handle. In that 
neither of these purse increases is based on 
handle upswings, the owner bonus moneys 
will have to be spread out to cover more 
available purse moneys being distributed. In all 
likelihood, bonus percentages will have to be 
reduced if PA-breds continue with their racing 
successes at current rates. 

Breeder and stallion awards will not be 
affected, and will remain at their legislated 


percentages of purse shares. Once slot 
revenues are received into the Breeding Fund, 
owner bonus percentages will be restored to 
appropriate levels.

Springdale race course was built by 
Harry Kirkover and Ernest Woodward, 
two Northerners and winter residents 
of Camden who were enamored with 
the South’s legendary charm and 
opportunity for field sport. Together 
these gentlemen designed the first 
full-length European-style race course 
in the U.S., where every steeplechase 
jump could be viewed without 
obstruction from one spot. 

In 1958, Marion duPont Scott 
purchased Springdale race course. 

For 50 years, Scott bred and owned 
a steady succession of outstanding 
horses, including Battleship, winner 


of the 1938 English Grand National; 
1976 Eclipse Award-winning handicap 
mare Proud Delta; and Eclipse Award¬ 
winning steeplechaser Soothsayer, who 
was triumphant in the 1972 Colonial 
Cup his championship season. 

Scott sponsored the inaugural 
Colonial Cup International Steeple¬ 
chase in 1970, offering the first 
$100,000 purse in steeplechasing. 

Upon her death in 1983, it was her 
wish that Springdale race course be 
donated to the state of South Carolina 
with an endowment and a strict agree¬ 
ment that it would be preserved and 
protected as a permanent equine facility.

Jonathan Horowitz, 19-year-old guest announcer, kicked off 
Colonial Downs’s opening weekend with confidence and style

R ace announcers are rarely seen and often 
taken for granted, but are an indis¬ 
pensable part of racing. They spend the day 
high above the horses and fans and invisibly 
provide the eyes for everyone at the track. 

This voice from the sky is what first struck 
Jonathan Horowitz six years ago, on a father/ 
son outing at Santa Anita. 

Horowitz, 19, called his first race five 
years ago and has racked up an impressive 
resume at nine tracks in the U.S. and five in 
Britain, including Santa Anita, Gulfstream, 

Fair Grounds, Arlington, Goodwood and 
Newbury. At these tracks, Horowitz typically 
called one race as a guest announcer, but at 
Colonial Downs, the California native got his 
first opportunity to announce a full card, and for three straight days. 

Calling the races was no easy task at Colonial, given there were often 
10 races on the card and up to 14 horses in each race. Horowitz also 
relayed minutes to post, jockey changes, rain delays and even upcoming 
concerts and the winners of various competitions and raffles. 

Getting started 

Race-calling “really is a passion that he has,” said Horowitzs mother, 
Miriam. “He started taking his tape recorder to the races and writing 
letters to the announcers introducing himself. They were fascinated by 
his interest and some mentored him.” 

Horowitz’s focus and drive were evident at home as well as at the 
track. He saw races on TV and turned the volume down and provided 
his own commentary. 

“There used to be a nightly horse racing replay show, and when we 
would sit down to dinner, I would ask if I could practice calling some 
of the races,” said Horowitz. “I probably drove my family fairly nuts, but 
it was something 1 really enjoyed.” 

At 14, Horowitz got the opportunity to call his first live race at 
LosAlamitos in the American Quarter Horse Youth Association Stakes. 
Based on that, Horowitz holds the record as the youngest person to 
announce a horse race over a public address system in the U.S. “Since 
it was a Quarter Horse race, it lasted less than 18 seconds. So my first 
call was pretty hard because I had to think quickly, but it was a lot of 
fun,” said Horowitz. 

Horowitz, a mathematics and journalism major at the University of 
Southern California, still occasionally announces at Los Alamitos and 
also works in the press box there. 

At 15, Horowitz, joined Kids to the Cup (KTTC), an organiza¬ 
tion that promotes youth involvement with racing and offers trips to 


major races, contacts in the industry and 
an internship program at Colonial. KTTC 
helped arrange for Horowitz to announce 
at Santa Anita as part of a youth day at the 
track, as well as orchestrating his visit to 
Colonial Downs. 

KTTC internship director Diana 
McClure says of Horowitz’s stint at Colonial: 
“He was so cool and professional. No one 
had any idea it was a 19-year-old kid up 
there [in the announcer’s booth].” 

How it's done 

Monitoring all the legs and tads and 
sdks flying down the track at 35 mdes per 
hour requires a quick mind and serious 
concentration, and no two announcers do it quite the same way. When 
Horowitz first became interested in announcing, he tried to talk to 
other horse race announcers. “I would make practice tapes and send 
them to different announcers for their advice,” he said. 

He has tried to take what others have taught him and incorporate 
it into his style. “1 especially like some of the international callers 
in England and Australia, and have picked up some of the different 
foreign styles.” But because he is just starting out, he said, “my style 
keeps changing and 1 am always trying to find new ways to describe 
the races.” 

A general sports fan who also broadcasts women’s basketball, vol¬ 
leyball and soccer for USC, Horowitz points out that race announcing 
is different from other sports where the lineup and a summary of what 
just happened may be announced, but the action is not described as it 
is taking place. 

To prepare for the challenges of calling a race, Horowitz makes sure 
to memorize the horses’ and jockeys’ names beforehand. “When the 
horses come out onto the track, 1 look at the silks and try to associate 
the horse’s name with his colors. 1 repeat the names over and over and 
hope that when the race is going on I’U be able think of each horse’s 
name when I see his silks.” 

Another trick is to study the past performances to try to figure out 
who might go to the lead and who might come from behind. “In addi¬ 
tion,” said Horowitz, “I like to know a little bit about each horse’s his¬ 
tory that I might be able to incorporate into my call [like whether he’s 
on a three-race winning streak or if he is making his turf debut etc.].” 

Horowitz applies what he has learned from announcing such 
an unpredictable sport to real life. “You don’t always know what to 
expect,” he said. “And you try your best to do the right thing.”

Earth Power 
has ••Gall" 


S eptember 11 featured a pair of 
West Virginia Breeders Classics 
preps—$40,000 races restricted 
to horses nominated to the WVBC. 

The seven-furlong Milliard Harrell 
Memorial had 10 3-year-olds vying 
for a spot at the head of the class. 
Most of the youngsters had met in 
the Bob Leavitt Stakes in July 

Favoritism alternated among last 
year's star Take the Plunge. Leavitt 
winner Brigader. and the lightly 
raced Sheckatoo. 

The axiom that pace makes the 
race came into play this night. Two 
maidens and extreme longshots 
deliberately took aim at the speedy 
Brigader going into the clubhouse 
turn. 

The rabbits altered the 
complexion of the race—and its 
outcome. Brigader and jockey 
Dwayne Grafton were victims of a 
highly combative speed duel, and 
when challenged in the stretch 
had little to offer. Brigader gave 
a maximum effort, but could not 
hold off Wind N' Springs Farms's 
Sheckatoo and winning rider Travis 
Dunkelberger. 

Sheckatoo. though lagging far 
behind early, was handily able 
to pass his spent adversary late.

T he feature on Saturday night. 
August 28. was named in honor 
of a man who was instrumental 
in establishing the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Development Fund- 
Frank Gall. 

And It's a sure bet that Gall 
would have been proud to see the 
program he set In motion attain such 
stature. 

The $75,000 Frank Gall Memorial 
Flandicap drew a wide range 
of runners. Including one star in- 
the-maklng: O'Sullivan Farms's 
homebred Earth Power. The seven- 
furlong race was a wide-open affair 
on form, and yielded a thrilling 
stretch duel between longshot 
Longfield Spud and Earth Power, who 
scored by the narrowest of margins. 

Earth Power, a model of reliability 
and versatility, has gone far this 
year in helping to make up for the 
absence of O'Sullivan Farms's top 
performer Confucius Say. 

A 4-year-old son of Feel the 
Power. Earth Power is a tenacious 


competitor as evidenced in the Gaii. 
when he lost the lead in mid-stretch 
oniy to resurge at the wire and 
capture the top prize. Winning rider 
Larry Reynolds was reticent after the 
race, saying that his mount seemed 
to iose focus during the running and 
was iucky to regain his composure in 
time for the victory. 

Gaii. who died in 1981. had ciose 
ties to O'Sullivan Farms. 

O'Suiiivan Farms was the dream 
of R.J. Funkhouser. who amassed 
a fortune during the height of 
the Depression and named the 
farm after the O'Suiiivan Rubber 
Company, one of his many business 
ventures. At one time. Funkhouser 
owned the companies that evoived 
into Nestle chocolates and Pond's 
cosmetics, along with numerous reai 
estate holdings. 

Frank Gall was hired by 
Funkhouser in the eariy 1940s as his 
private trainer, and continued in that 
capacity for O'Suiiivan Farms for four 
decades.

Slew's Smile's form over the last 
two years had been nonexistent. 
The 7-year-old son of Native Slew at 
one time had a quality turn of early 
foot. His plucky effort in the Hilton 
may bode well for the future for his 
new connections in West Virginia- 
bred races. This $10,000 claim could 
be a bargain in a division short on 
supply and long on demand. 

Ginger Aie went off as the 3-1 
second choice. Owner James W. 
Casey graciousiy accepted 
congratuiations, and indicated that 
he may try his homebred in the 
Classic on WVBC night. 


Sheckatoo was unraced as a 2-year- 
old and now has two wins and two 
seconds from five starts. 

Take the Plunge finished a 
credible third. He has desperately 
tried to rekindle his championship 
form of last year and flashed some 
life in the Harrell rallying from far 
back. 

Sheckatoo paid $7.60 to win and 
combined with Brigader for a $26.60 
exacta. 

The co-feature of the night was 
the Robert R. Hilton Memorial Stakes 
for 3-year-olds and up.The seven- 
furlong contest named after one 
of the most productive trainers ever 
to grace the local circuit drew a 
field of nine. Remarkably only one of 


them sported a win in 2004—Taylor 
Mountain Farm's Ginger Ale. 

Confidence is contagious. Ginger 
Ale (byWeshaam) looked imposing 
on the track before the race, and 
ran to his considerable backing at 
the windows. Ridden superbly by J.D. 
Acosta, he made a sweeping move 
on the turn that provided the margin 
of success. Favorite Longfield Spud, 
forced to race in traffic throughout 
gamely narrowed the gap late, 
but his final punch fell yards shy of 
victory. Slew's Smile finished third 
offer setfing the pace—a huge 
effort off the claim by trainer Donald 
Campbell. 

Campbell is well-known for his 
handling of reclamation projects.
